The marines will be attached to 
the army division under Gen. 
Pershing, which is under orders to 
proceed abroad as soon ag prac- 
ticable. Although details are not 
being made public, it was calcu- 
lated tonight that with the marine 
regiment the total American force 
now designated for land service in 
Europe is close to 40,000. An army 
division at war strength comprises 
about 26,000 men and upward of 
12,000. are expected to be in the

For obvious reasons, no informa- 
tion as to the time of the Amert- 
can commander's departure or his 
destination will be public. 

When Gen. Pershing leaves, every 
detail of the organization and equip- 
ment of his troops will have n 
worked out. Presumably he will 
have wide discretionary powers to 
co-operate with commanders of the 
French, British and Belgian forces 

While attention here was cefn- 
tered on these immediate matters 
today, the whole strength of the 
Federal and State organizations wae 
being prepared to complete a mili- 
tary census on June 5 of the 10,000,- 
000 men from whom will be select- 
ed 600,000 for the war army. 

In all parts of the country State 
officials redoubled their efforts at 
recruiting the National Guard to 
war strength. The War Department 
unfolded new elements of its plans 
for the Guard, disclosing the de- 
partments in which each division be 
trained. 


THE DIVISIONS. 


A similar table of geographical 
distribution of divisions for the new 
selective army also was given out. 
It follows closely the lines of the 
National Guard divisions. For pur- 
poses of distinction the War De- 
partment has named the new forces 
the “National Army.” 

Secretary Daniela in expressing 
gratification that the President has 
designated a regiment of marines to 
accompany the expeditionary force, 
said the step Should further stimu- 
late recruiting in the Marine Corps. 

“The marines are well equipped 
and are ready for duty in France 
Their recent service in Nicaragua, 
Santo Domingo, Haiti, and Cuba 
has kept them in good trim, they 
are seasoned troops and have been 
eager to go with the first force 
sent to Europe. The marines will 
serve as infantry and will become 
for the period of this service a 
part.of the army under the com 
mand of Gen. Pershing.”

OW TO REGISTER 
UNDER DRAFT LAW, 


(BY A. P. MIGHT wine.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, May 19.—The 
following statement with regard to 
details of was 
given out today by the State Bureau 
of Registration: 

“The first step in carrying out 
the selective draft law is the reg- 
} istration, in the districts where 
they reside, of all males of every 
race, nationality and condition, be- 
tween the ages of 21 and 30 in- 
clusive. All other matters having 
to do with medical examinations, 
vocational exemptions and the 
actual selection of the individuals 


who will compose the first armies 
to be raised under the act will be 


* 


taken up after June 6, the date’ 


set by the President's proclamation 
as registration day. 

“Every male, whether citizen or 
alien, resident or nonresident, 
physically able or physically unfit, 
excepting only the soldiers and 
sailors in the active military or 
naval service of the United States, 
must present himeelf for registra- 
tion in the manner prescribed, un- 
der penalty of a heavy sentence for 
wiifal failure or neglect to do so. 

DATE OF REGISTRATION. 

“After the date of registration, 
any male between the ages named 
may be called upon by any peace 
officer to exhibit his registration 
certificate. Uniess he is able to 
produce it he may be taken im- 
mediately into custody. Although 
this is a primary means of en- 
forcing the draft, we are informed 
that the government will employ 
other ways to detect evasion and 
fraud,” 

The State Bureau of Registration, 
apvointed by Governor Stephens to 
supervise the operation of the draft 
law in California, has prepared a 
full set of instructions which win 
be in the hands of every County 
Clerk — of Voters in the 
Sta fore Monday morning, May 
21. 

In San Francisco and Los An- 
geles, all questions concerning the 
registration should be addressed to 
the County Registrar of Voters. 

In all other counties, questions 
sheuld be addressed to the County 
Clerk. 

THE ANNOUNCEMENT. 

The bureau announced today that 
in preparation for the work of 
registration it would issue a series 
of bulletins containing definite in- 
structions and would ask the presr 
to ald in giving wide circulation 
the essential facts. |

ercise of the powers deputed to him 
will rest very successfully upon the 
good will and co-operation of the 
people, themselves, and that the or- 
dinary economic machinery of the 


country will be left substantially 
undisturbed. 
The proposed food administration 


is intended, of course, only to meet 
a manifest emergency and to con- 
tinue only while the war lasts. Since 
it will be composed for the most 
part of volunteers, there need be 
no fear of the possibility of a per- 
manent bureaucracy arising out of 
it All control of consumption will 
disappear when the emergency has 
passed. It was with that obpect in 
view that the administration con- 
siders it to be of pre-eminént im- 
portance that the existing associa- 
tions of producers and distributors 
of foodstuffs should be mobilized 
and made use on a volunteer 
basis. The successful conduct of 
the projected food administration 
by such means will be the finest 
possible demonstration of the will- 
ingness, the ability and the efficiency 
of democracy and of its justified re- 
Hance upon the freedom of in- 
dividual initiative. The last thing 
that any American could cuntem- 
plate with equanimity would be the 
introduction of anything resembling 
Prussian autocracy into the ‘vod 
control in this country. N 

It is of vital interest and impor- 
tance to every man who produces 
food and ts every man who takes 
Part in its distribution that these 
policies thus liberally administered 
should succeed and succeed togeth- 
er. It is only in that way that we 
can prove it to be absolutely un- 
necessary to resort to the rigorous 
and drastic measures which have 
proved to be necessary in some of 
the European countries.” 

HOOVER'S PROPOSAL. 

Mr. Hoover proposed that the 
food administration be divided into 
four great branches whose duties 
be defined in detail. Most of the 
work would be carried out by men 
and women of the country on a vol- 
unteer basis. 

“If this cannot be done,” Mr. 
Hoover says, “I shall certainly and 
willingly surrender the task to some 
other method of emergency. I hold 
that democracy can yield to disci- 
ee and that we can solve this 
ood problem for our own people 
and our allies in this way, and that 
to have done so will have been a 
greater service than our immediate 
objective, for we will have demon- 
strated the rightness of our faith 
and our ability to defend ourselves 
without being Prussianized.” 

With the President Mr. Hoover 
believes it rarely will become nec- 
essary to apply large powers. 


PRINCIPLES. 
Five cardinal principles of food 
administration outlined by Mr. 


Hoover in his statement are: 

“That the food problem is one of 
the wise administration and not ex- 
pressed by the words, ‘dictator’ or 
‘controler,’ but ‘food administrator.’ 

“That this administration can be 
largely carried out through the co- 
ordination and regulation of the ex- 
isting legitimate distribytive agen- 
cies, supplemented by certain emer- 
germey bodies composed of represent- 
atives of the producers, distributors 
and consumers. 

“The organization of the com- 
munity for voluntary conservation 
of foodstuffs. 

“That all important positions, so 
far as they may be, shall be filled 
with volunteers. 

“The independent responsibility of 
the food administration directly un- 
der the President. with the co-opera- 
tion of the great and admirable or- 
ganizations of the Department of 
Agricukure, the Department of Com- 
merce, the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion, and the railroad executives. 

“I conceive,” said Mr. Hoover, 
“that the essence of all war adminis- 
tration falls into two phases: First. 
centralized and single responsibility, 
second, delegation of this responsi- 
bLility.to decentralized administrative 
organs.” 

FOUR BRANCHES. 


The four branches of food admin- 
istration are described by Mr. Hoover 
as follows: 

“In the first branch we should set 
up a certain number of separate ex- 
ecutive bodies for regulation and 
administration of certain commod!: 
ties, and these should be organized 
on the norma’ lines of our com- 
mercial] institutions with a board of 
directors, a president and executive 
officers who will work out problems 
involved in these commodities and 
will institute such measures as may 
be necessary to stabilize prices and 
Aistribution and that these bodies 
should be constituted of the leaders 
of the country, producers, distrib- 
utors, bankers, and consumers alike. 

“It has been the experience of all 
European food control that results 
can be accomplished by acting 
through or by regulation of the or- 
d@'nary distributing agencies in the 
community placing such restrictions 
which will cause a minimum sacri- 
fice on the part of the legitimate dis- 
tributer and will eliminate broad na- 
tienal waste, unnecessary hoarding 
and the speculator in foodstuffs. 
With the good will of the distributing 
community it is possible to do. this 
withous disruption of the essential 
commerce of the country. 

“The second branch of adminis- 
tration lies in the co-operation of 
the Governors and State adminis- 
trations through the establishment 
of State food administrations who 
will act on behalf of the National

Defeat of a proposal by Repre- 
sentatives Lenroot of Wisconsin to 
strike out the 5 per cent. light and 
heat tax, and adoption of an amend- 
ment lowering the express transpor- 
tation tax from 10 to 6 per cent. 
were the outstanding results of to- 
days debate in the House. The 
Lenroot proposal was voted down, 
58 to 116, despite the fact that the 
Wisconsin Representative had et- 
fected a $66,000,000 increase in the 
income tax surtax schedules largely 
by the argument that he intended 
they should substitute the light and 
heat levies. 

MAIL RATE PUZZLING. 

The proposed second-class mal 
rate increases and the advertising 
tax are causing the committee much 
concern. With the committee vir- 
tually agreed to accept the Moon 
amendment on the second-class 
mail rates and sfand by the 5 per 
cent. tax on all advertising except 
newspapers and periodicals now in 
the bill, Representative Johnson of 
Washington, a newspaper publisher 
and Representative Fitzgerald of 
New York, injected new proposals 
into the situation today which re- 
sulted in the committee deferring 
final action until tomorrow, 

Representative Johnson declared 
that the Moon plan, to Increase the 
mail rate on periodicals carried in 
the mails to any zones above the 
second was unjust and suggested a 
double plan basing the mail rate on 
the number of subscribers served by 
mail and the subscription price of 
the newspaper or periodical affected 
without regard to distance carried. 
Under this plan a publication selling 
at 50 cents a year would pay in ad- 
dition to the regular present I-cent 

t rate a new rate of one-fourth of 

cent per pound up to 20,000 sub- 
scribers. At 20,000 subscribers the 
additional rate would be raised to 
one-half cent a thousand. 

Representative Fitegerald pro- 
pose to reduce the 5 per cent. tax 
on all advertising except newspa- 
pers and periodicals to 1 per cent. 
and exclude only country weeklies 
within their home counties, 

Numerous minor changes were 
made in the life insurance section of 
the bill today, none of the rates de- 
ing affected, but several exemptions 
being stricken out and reinsurances 
added to the exempted class. 

RETAIN LIQUOR RATES. 
(BY A. P. DAY WIRE.) 

WASHINGTON, May 19.—House 
rates on liquor and beer, Senators 
said, probably will be retained, if 
not increased. If the committee de- 
cides to profit by the further pro- 
duction of distilled spirits it may 
favor normal production of beer, but 
with increased taxation to Make up 
the deficit from toss of revenues 
from distilled spirits. Sentiment in 
the committee is strong for amend- 
ment to stop whisky production, or 
at least to prohibit use of grain for 
that purpose. Elimination or at 
least considerable modification of 
the House increases on postal rates 
is probable. Senators said today 
that public and Congressional sen- 
timent appeared overwhelmingly 
against the proposed postal tax. 


INDUSTRIAL FATIGUE 
OF MUNITIONS HELP. 


(A. P. FOREIGN CORRFRPONDENCE. } 

LONDON, May 6,-—After two 
years of “speeding up” munition 
workers throughout Great Britain 
are beginainc to show “industrir] 
fatigue” wh'ch is laing an effect 
on output. 

This is the report of a Par- 
Hamentary committee appointed un- 
der the title “Health of munition 
workers’ committee.” The commit- 
tee says that “taking the country 
as a whole, we are bound to record 
our impression that the munition 
workers in general have been al- 
lowed to reach a state of reduced 
efficiency and lowered health which 
might have been avoided without 
reduction of output by attention to 
the details of daily and weekly rests. 
The signs of fatigue are even more 
noticeable in the case of managers 
and foremen and the practical re- 
sults here are probably even more 


serious than in the case of the 
workmen.” 
“In perhaps in almost

off’ would have avoided much waste- 
ful reduction of capacity and in the 
worst cases the total loss of many 
days ef work.”

WASHINGTON, May 19.—There 
will be no official announcement of 
subscriptiong to the liberty loan un- 
tll the subscription books close, June 
15. No official statement of the 
#mount subscribed at any period 
prior to that date will be made pub- 
lic by the Treasury Department and 
officials will exert themselves to see 
that no accurate unofficia] estimates 
are obtainable : 

In announcing this decision today 
officials stated that it would be 
“physically impossible to give out 
any totals until June 18.“ The num- 
ber of subscriptions, however, will be 
Olficially announced from time te 
time and treasury officials will have 
accurate information from Federal 
Reserve banks as to the total sub- 
ecriptions in hand. 

This information will be withheld 
from the public largely because of 
the great amount of clerical work 
involved in making the tabulations 
and also because as a matter of pol- 
icy it is not deemed wise that the 
returns should be made public while 
the actual work of obtaining sub- 
scriptions is in progress. The liberty 
loan button, one of which will go 
with each bond purchased, has been 
epproved and orders have been given 
for several million. The inscription 
on the button reads: “Liberty loan 
of 1917,” in a red center, upon which 
ie reproduced a picture of Bar- 
tholadt' Statue of Liberty. In an outer 
circle on a blue background “Get 
behind the government” will be the 
inscription.

ARMY TRAINING 
FOR FOUR YEARS 


University to Specialize in 
Military Instruction. 


Activities will be Expanded 
During War Period. 


President Predicts Call for 
1 i E . 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE. } 

TUCSON (Ariz.) May 16.—Here- 
tofore military instruction has been 
given only in the first two years of 
the Arizona University course. Here- 
after, by decision of the faculty, it 
it will cover all four years. The 
school has lost from its faculty Dr. 
C. W. Meserve of the chemistry de- 
partment and W. F, Kain of the 
law, while a large number of senior 
students have volunteered for train- 
ing as officers. Yet President Von 
Kleinsmid, lately returned from the 
East, is far from being of the opin- 
ton that university activities must 
be constricted during the war pe- 
riod. Rather, he believes they must 
be expanded, to supply the nation 
with more technically-trained men, 
to supply the exhaustive demand al- 
ready felt, as in the case of engi- 
neers, already wanted in France, to 
fill places for which Europe has no 
adequate supply. 

He says: “European technical 
skill is spent. Our allies look to us 
to supply engineers for the war, and 
in the work of construction there 
will be universal demand for Amer- 
ican engineers.” 

He hopes, therefore, that every 
qualified High School graduate will 
present himself for higher training. 
It is probable that summer schools 
will be maintained this summer at 
the university, something never be- 
fore done. 

HARD ON CATTLE. 

At a meeting of Southern Arizona 
Cattliemen in this city, denial was 
made of a statement by R. H. 
Forbes, acting chairman of the 
Food Committee of the State Coun- 
ceil of Defense, to the effect that 
100,000 cattle would be lost this 
apring within the State by range 
conditions. There seemed agree- 
ment in an estimate made by J. C. 
Gatti of Cliften that the loss would 
not exceed a fourth of the Forbes 
figures, or about 3 cent. of the 
total number of cattle. Three weeks 
ago the situation was serious, es 
cially on the foothill and dese 
ranges south of Tucson. With 
Warmer weather has come heavy 
growth of browse, especially mes- 
quite, on which cattle thrive. A sin- 


gle rain would work wonders, espe- 
cially in the starting of grass, which | 
been backward in the cold and 
dry spring. Some cattlemen have 
started feeding their weaker an- 
mals. The local conference agreed 
there has been too much of a prac- 
tice of keeping superannuated cows, 
which. now are furnishing the 
greater part of the range mortal- 
ity statistics. 
EVADE DRUG ACT. 

The Federal grand jury, with 
submission of forty-two indictments 
of various sort, declares that the 
national drug act is being evaded 
or violated in Tucson through care- 
lessness or criminality of a few 
physicians, from whom the drug 
fiend would appear to have had 
small difficulty in @ecuring a de- 
sired prescription. These prescrip- 
tions are said to have been given 
often to fictitious names, with in- 
creasing dosages, instead of dimin- 
ishing, as in treatment for the drug 
habit. The matter will be investi- 
gated by the United States Attorney, 
who already has issued a circular 
letter, directed to physicians and 
druggists, defining the extent to 
which prescriptions of narcotics 
should be written or filled and the 
procedure that must be observed. 

John H. Martin, trustee, on behalf 
of creditors of the bankrupt Impe- 
rial Copper Company, has asked the 
Superior Court for the sale of the 
Arizona Southern Railroad, of twen- 
ty miles, between Red Rock and 
Silver Bell, through the smelter 
town of Sasco. The road,-bullt by 
the Imperial company, cost $400,- 
000 in 1903. It now may be sold 
for $150,000, thus realizing $100,000 
net for the creditors. The line now 
is in profitable operation, for the 
Sasco smelter has been taken over 
by Guggenheim interests. 

Strong intimation has come that 
Tucson may be chosen as the site 
of one of the corps camps that are 
to be established in the border 
States. East of the city is a plain 
on which any number of men might 
be encamped, with ample maneuver- 
ing ground and with a fine rifle 
range already in place. Convenient 
are two main lines of raflroad, and 
water and lighting service can be 
secured from Tucson. The site has 
been offered by the Chamber of 
Commerce and already has been ex- 
amined by army officers.

WILL RELEASE MEN 
NOT TAKING OATH. 


tur A P. bat vun! 
SACRAMENTO, May 18.—AdK. - 
Gen. J. J. Borree annouhced today 


that he has directed that an order 
be prepared releasing from connec- 
tien with the California National 
Guard all men who have not taken 
the oath prescribed by the National 
Defense Act, providing for three 
years’ active service and three yeare 
in the reserve.

BRITISH REPORT | 
ZEPPELINS’ END. 


(BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. P.] 

COPENHAGEN, May 19 (via Lon- 
don, 12:05 p.m.)—Destruction of the 
Zeppelin L-22, reported in a British 
announcement Monday, occurred off 
Esbjerg, within sight of the Dan- 
ish coast, according to eyewitnesses. 
These accounts indicate that no one 
but two Zeppelins were destroyed 
on that day, inasmuch as the explo- 
sion of an airship off Terschelling 
was reported from Holland, at a 
point too distant to cover the same 
case. The loss of the second air- 
ship is attributed to lightning. 

The L-22 was seen off Esbjerg 
on one of the daily observation tours 
un and down the coast of Jutland. 
It was engaged by a British force 
which presumably was looking for 
German destroyers that of late have 
been fishing up British mine flelds 
in this region. The Zeppelin was 
not far from shore and was plainly 
visible. Its opponents could not be 
seen, but their presence was made 
known by the sound of guns. Then 
they heard a second salvo. The 
Zeppelin endeavored to maneuver 
itself out of range, but with the 
third broadside it went down, mor- 
tally hit. At first it sank slowly and 
then plunged down at great speed 
into the sea below the horizon.

AMSTERDAM, May 19 (via 
London, 11:52 a.m.)—Dr. Friedrich 
Adler, newspaper editor and radical 
Socialist, who last October shot and 
killed the Austrian Premier, Count 
Karl Stuergkh, according to dis- 
Patches from Vienna, reporting his 
trial, pleaded in defense that he 
was guilty in the same way that any 
officer was guilty who, in war time, 
killed or ordered the death of an- 
other man. 

After the rupture of diplomatic 
relations with Serbia, but before the 
actual declaration of war with that 
cotntry, Dr. Adler stated, Premier 
Stuergkh and the Minister of Jus- 
tice, Dr. Viktor von Kochenburgher, 
had suspended juries and by refus- 
ing to-assemble Parliament the Pre- 
mier had escaped indictment. 

“Therefore,” continued the pris- 
oner, “I decided to call him to ac- 
count and fight him with the weap- 
ons he himself had chosen. There 
was no other way, for if the law is 
violated it is not only the right but 
the duty of every citizen to procuve 
Justice for himeelf.”

NEW ORLEANS JOINS FIGHT 
AGAINST SIGNS, 


Auction df Seats Nets Neat Sum. 


The recent decision of the United 
States Supreme Court affirming the 
rights of the city of Chicago to abol- 
ish billboards in its residence dis- 
tricts and to regulate them as its 
authorities may see fit in its business 
eection has been the signal for a 
erand assault all over the country 
upon the advertising monstrosities 
that are such an eyesore and menace 
to public welfare in American cities. 
Chicago had no sooner been freed 
from the insolent domination of the 
billboard magnates than many other 
cities began instituting proceedings 
to get rid of the billboard nuisance. 
Denver and St. Louis, as well as Chi 
cago, are now actually engaged in 
freeing their landscapes of billboards 
and scores of smaller cities through- 
out the country are following suit. A 
dozen communities in Southern 
California have voted to curb this 
pest and Los Angeles is determined 
to do the same thing if it has to 
elect a new City Council that is more 
responsive to the public will, in 
order to do-it 

The latest recruit in the anti-bill- 
hoard ranks is New Orleans, Mayor 
Behrman of the southern city has, at 
the instance of numerous civic 
bodies that have made a long fight 
to rid their community of billboards, 
eubmitted to the City Council of New 
Orleans an ordinance designed to 
we the iahabitants and visitors in 
that picturesque old city an oppor- 
tunity to see what it looks like be- 
hind the miles of billboards that now 
line its streets. The Mayor recom- 
mended the ordinance to the consid- 
eration of the Council in the follow- 
ing letter: 

“In a decision rendered January 
last by the Supreme Court of the 
United States the validity of an ordi- 
nanc¢ passed by the Council of the 
city of Chicago, regulating the erec- 
tien of bil'boards in that municipal- 
ity, was declared to be a valid ex- 
ercise of the police power. I believe 
this is the first time this question has 
been definitely passed upon by the 
highest court in the land. It is a de- 
cision «of much importance, and gives 
renewed encouragement to the au- 
thorities who are exerting them- 
selves to protect the streets and es- 
pecially the residence districts by 
wholly excluding from, or, at least, 
restricting the presence of the bill- 
board in certain localities, where 
property owners in vicinity object. 

“As a matter of fact the billboard 
bas long needed regulation, and now 
that our authority in this respect has 
heen conceded by the tribunal from 
which there is nd appeal, I recom- 
mend and-urge that the Commission 
Council proceed to form and adopt 
such measures as may be deemed 
necessary for the more thorough 


regulation and control of bin- 
boards in the city of New Orleans.”

already stopped the French of- 
fensive, she can postpone any 
decision for this year, and that 
the pressure upon her enemies 
both by her submarines and by 
economic conditions will compel 
them to negotiate rather than 
to proceed. Germany is using 
up all of her resources in a des- 
perate effort to ayoid defeat this 
year, with the profound convic- 
tion that if defeat is avoided 
during the present summer 
campaign she will escape from 
the consequences of a prolonga- 
tion of the war into next year. 

We are looking upon one of 
the greatest military episodes of 
all history. We are looking upon 
one of the most stupendous 
fights that any army has ever 
made on behalf of any nation. 
It would be idle and unjust not 
to recognize the courage, the de- 
votion and the discipline that 
are being displayed by the Ger- 
man troops in the latest phase 
of the fight. The French at- 
tack has been checked. It 
seems now unlikely that it will 
be resumed. The situation along 
the British front remains fuld. 
Great Britain and Germany are 
fighting one of the bloodiest and 
most terrible conflicts of this 
war, and the decision of the war 
may very well be reached be- 
tween Lens and Cambrai, along 
the valley of the Scarpe. As 
long as Germany can continue 
to ling her reserves into the 
fighting there can be no pros- 
pect of any considerable ad- 
vance on thé British side. The 
struggle is one of exhaustion, 
but if the Germans are the first 
to break the result will be far- 
reaching. No one should fail to 
remember that Napoleon, hav- 
ing lost the battle of Leipsic, 
fought his next campaign in the 
Valley of the Marne. No one 
should now measure the present 
conflict by gains or losses in 
miles or villages. It is a totally 
different kind of fight, a fight 
which represents the ultimate 
strength of two great nations. 
For the war has become at last 
a battle between the Teuton and 
the Anglo-Saxon.

GERMAN’S TALK BREAKS 
UP LUNCHEON AT CLUB. 


F. W. Rinkenberger, formerly 

in charge of a German hospital 
in West Prussia, that are al- 
leged by members of the Los Ange- 
les Athletic Club to be in line with 
smooth German propaganda, a 
luncheon at the club broke up in a 
storm of comment yesterday noon, 
some present even refusing to re- 
main to hear the speaker finish his 
argument.

GAS CONSUMERS LOSE. 


Southern Counties Company, which 
Declared a Reduction in Rates 
for Pomona Would Cause it 
to Lose Money, Favored 
by State Commission. 


Pomona has lost its fight against 
the Southern Counties Gas Company 
for a reduction in rates, according 
to announcement by that corpora- 
tion last evening. Word received 
was to the effect that the State Rail- 
read Commission had dismissed Po- 
mona’s complaint which asserted 
that the city’s rates were too high 
in proportion to those in effect in 
other communities of like size and 
location. 

Last January 8 natural gas was 
forced into the Pomona mains by 
the company named after a four- 
inch main from the rea canyon 
ol] fields had been brought to the 
town. Soon after, a demand for re- 
duction was made. The company 
averred that lower rates would re- 
sult in it conducting business at a 
loss,

cent. less natjrai than artificial gas 
produces the same results.

“To our honorable members of 
Congress: Whereas, President Wil- 
eon has appealed to the farmers to 
keep on producing in order to gave 
world democracy; and, whereas we 
California poultrymen are most de- 
sirous ot complying with the Pres- 
dent's request; and whefeas the life 
of our industry is threatened because 
of excersive costs of feed stuffs, 
which destroy the possibility of pro- 
ducing eggs at a price which wil! 
afford a bare living te the producer, 
and at the same time will be within 
reach of the great body of consum- 
ers; and, whereas we believe that 
these excessive feed prices are due 
largely to speculative methods: 

“Be it therefone resolved that we 
call upon our representatives in Con- 
grees to urge the passage of a law 
authorizing the Federal authorities 
to 4x minimum and maximum prices 
for agricultural staples during the 
life of the war, as a protection to 
producer and consumer.”

Since the building of the new 
Courthouse on Poll street several 
years ago, the old Courthouse bas 
been occupied as a makeshift, in 
cases of great need, and it is now 
beyond repair, The jail, an old- 
time building, cannot comply with 
the law, and no provision has been 
made for the segregation of prison- 
ers. The old county house is re. 
ported to be in a horribly dilapi- 
tated condition. At various times 
choice sites have been chesen for 
a poor farm, but objections have 
been vigorously pushed by adjoining 
property holders. 

The grand jury also suggests in- 
creased salaries for the county on- 
cials, as follows: 

For the judge of the Superior 
Court for this county, an increase 
of $1000 per year; for the aepily 
superintendent of schools, an in- 
creased salary to §1000 per year; the 
probation officer's salary increased 
to $1500 per year with additional 
duties: the surveyor’s obligations in- 
creased with salary of $1500 per 
other salaries to be raised 
among county officials amounting to 
about $900 per annum.

WENTY MILLION DOLLARS | 
IN SUPPLIES FOR ARMY. 


Staggering Demands to be Made upon 
Our Resources by Government. 


* 
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HE quartermaster’s depart- 
ment, now in full blast in Los 
Angeles, will be second only to 

the Western Department at San 
Francisco in volume of business 
done. From the headquarters in 
the Central Building contracts are 
now being let for supplies in 
amounts that it is estimated will 
total $20,000,000 during the next 
twelve months. The Southwestern 
Department is in charge of Maj. 
Ralph 8. Granger. Detailed to his 
assistance are three captains and an 
office force of sixteen clerks. 

. Southern California is regarded by 
the War Department as one of the 
great storehouses of supplies from 
which the army posts in the South- 
west, mobilization camps and forces 
in the fleld will be equipped. Sev- 
eral cars of supplies were shipped 
East from this department during 
the last week. A car of office furni- 
ture and one of hardware were 
shipped to a point in Wyoming. 
Four cars of foodstuffs have also 
been shipped, but their destination 
has not been made public. 

Maj. Granger is attempting to se- 
cure as much of the necessary sup- 
plies as possible in Southern Califor- 
nia proper. He has already planned 
for a string of warehouses in differ- 
ent parts of his district, which runs 
as far north as San Luis Obispo, in- 
cludes the eight southern counties 
and is expected to extend through 
Nevada and Arizona. 

BIG WAREHOUSES HERE. 


It was announced unofficially from 
the headquarters in the Central 
Building yesterday that arrange- 
ments have been made for the lease

Canned fruits and vegetables are 
always an important item in the 
exports of Southern California. On 
account of the scarcity of tin plate 
this year, it ise not expected that 
there will be much of a pack pre- 
pared for commercial uses. The 
housewife is being advised to put 
up what fruite and vegetables will 
be by her own family, but 
the big packing concerns in this end 
of the State are lable to curtail 
their production severely. At any 
rate this item will have to be passed 
over in a computation of the food- 
stuffs that Southern California can 
contribute to the United States. 
Canned fish will be affected in the 
same manner. 

If Fresno county be included in 
what is known as Southern Call- 
fornia the dried-fruit industry must 
be taken into consideration when 
speaking of the food value that can 


be spared for the country’s benefit. 
In 1916 the dried-fruit pack of Cali- 
fornia consisted of 11,100 tons of 
apricots, 5200 tons of apples, 9000 
tons of figs, 28,000 tons of peaches, 
75,000 tons of prunes and 126,000 
tons of raisins. It is reasonable to 
presume that the production will be 
fully as great this year. 

The actual consumption of dried 
fruits in Southern California is triv- 
ial, which leaves a tremendous 
amount of very valuable goods for 
a surplus. Considering the fabulous 
prices that are liable to be paid fo 
dried fruits this fall and winter i 
the colder portions of the United 
States, it would be safe to put a 
value of ee 000 on the dried- 
fruit pack. 

BUTTER ‘AND EGGS. 

Dairy products of Southern Cali- 

fornia do not play much of a part 


can be consumed, still, as a general 
thing, the exports of such articles 
from the State do not run into very 
great figures. Butter and eggs to a 
possible value of $700,000 a year 
could be spared if necessary. 
Sugar beets will be an exception- 
aMy valuable crop this season in 
Southern California. It is estimated 
that the crop in this section of the 
State should aggregate 1,250,000 short 
tons. At an average value of $6 per 
ton the crop would be worth 57.500.

Los Angeles to Lessen Shortage by 
Two Million Dollars. 


OS ANGELES city and county 

are leading all other commu- 

nities in the State in their pre- 
paredness campaign. 

In the city alone at least $2,000,- 
000 in vegetables will be produced 
this year from vacant lots and back 
yard gardens that never before have 
been cultivated. 

Thie work was started by the 
Home Garden Committee, of which 
Luther G. Brown is chairman. It 
is being taken up by the County De- 
fense Council and made to extend to 
every city and town in Los Angeles 
county. 

Home defense is to consist in feed- 
ing ones own people from little 
tracts never before under intensive 
cultivation. nis will leave all the 
products of the commercial mar- 
ket gardens for shipment East, 
where the shortage is certain to be 


great. 

“There are 60,000 back gardens 
atid lots now in use, said Mr. Brown 
yesterday. There are at least 125,- 
000 vacant city lots an Los Angeles. 
That means 25,000 acres. 

“There are approximately 133,000 
garden plots in back yards; that 
means about 7200 acres. Ot this 
amount there are about 60,000 back 
yards and lots that are now in actual 
use for vegetable cultivation. 

“Some persons have misunder- 
stood the purport of this work. They 
say they can afford to buy their 
vegetables in the market and that 
there is no economy to the State in 
raising vegetables in their back 
yards. Under normal conditions this 
would be true, but it does not apply 
in times of crisis. 

ONLY JUST STARTED. 

The work done by the Home Gar- 
den Committee of Los Angeles has 
silenced the tongues of scoffers who 
held in the beginning that this was 
only playing at preparedness. An 
estimate has been made that, next 
year, Los Angeles city alone can give 
an increased food production of 610 
000,000. This year the start is just 
being made. By sert spring ‘a 
project will be in full sewing. 

An important part of the work of 
the State Council of Defense was to 
encourage increased production in 
foodstuffs. The most important am- 
munition supplied an army in the 
field is the food supply. Napoleon

Every million dollars of increased 
production in California is just that 
much added to the cause of. the Al- 
lies. 

Chairman Finlayson of the Coun- 
ty Council of Defense, has arranged 
for a number of conferences during 
the next two of three weeks to ex- 
tend the good work of the Home 
Garden Committee here to all parts 
of the county. 

Here are the recommendations of 
the Homie Garden Committee for 
encouraging and increasing produc- 


tion in Los Angeles county. 

, RELIEF TO EAST. 

“Here is the problem we have to 
solve. If we raise vegetables that 
would bring at retail $2,000,000 on 
city lots that have not before been 
cultivated, irrespective of whether 
they are grown by persons in desti- 
tute circumstances or by millionaires, 
we have released just that amount 
for shipment east; we have reduced 
the food shortage just $2,000,000. 

“This is a patriotic service. At 
the same time it ig encouraging 
thrift and teaching many persons 
the pleasure of growing something 
from the soil. It will give an in- 
centive to many to go out and popu- 
late the vacant acres in California; 
and many others will continue to 
raise their own vegetables after the 
war is over. 

“We have estimated that there are 
100,000 persons in Los Angeles alone 
who could devote two hours d day 
to vegetable gardening. It would 
be time that many now fritter away 
at poolrooms and elsewhere. Just 
think what that means—2 90,00 
hours is 25,000 days! 

“We were taught in school that 
three ciphers added together equal 
nothing. But in this instance we 
have taken three things that repre- 
sent waste, combined them, and the 
product is worth millions. I refer 
to vacant lots, waste water and idle 
time,” 

In a report to the County Cougcell 
of Defense Mr. Brown has asserted: 
“IT believe it is just as important to 
conscript labor as to conscript sol- 
diers.” 

To encourage and promote the 
planting of as many back yards and 
vacant lots as possible. 

To furnish seeds, plowing, etc., to 
those who are unable to pay for the 
same themselves. 

To secure the best water rate pos- 
sible. - 
To furnish bulletins of instruction 
and to hold meetings of instruction 
in planting, cultivating. 

„ canning, drying, etc. 
To work out some plan to assist 


the small producer in disposing of 
or selling any surplus so that nothing 
may be wasted, 

To encourage and promote the 
permanency of this work through 
the period of food shortage, af least. 

To arrange for similar organiza- 
tions in all communities where none 
exist at the present time. 

To make special effort to secure 
reduced water rates from all water 
companies, whether within or with- 
out incorporated cities. 

To encourage and promote the es- 


«+ tablishment of small canning, drying 


and preserving factories in the 
smaller communities, so that there 
may be no waste on account of food- 
stuffs, fruit, etc., rotting by reason of 
lack of means to save the same, 
however small the quantity. 

There is a small apparatus sult- 
able for commercial canning on a 
small scale now on the market at a 
low price, perhaps $30 or $40, 
which would be available for com- 
munity use in the different neigh bor- 
hoods. 

To give special attention to pro- 
viding labor during the rush season 
en the farms and in the orchards.

SUPPLY FOR FISH AND FRUIT 
MEN IS ADEQUATE. 


Officials of Big National Corpora- 
tion Say They will Give Govern- 
ment Orders Continued Right of 
Way—Dry Products Won't! be 
Put in Tins Any More. 


Officials of the American Car 
Company announced yesterday that 
the big national concern will co- 
operate with the government in fur- 
nishing war supplies, filling its or- 
ders before any others. The situa- 
tion, which looked alarming for 
canners thirty days ago, is much 
better and representatives of the 
American Can Company in this city 
say they feel no concern. 

A month ago it was feared that 
the can companies would not be 
able to supply tins for putting up 
the fish and fruit canned in Califor- 
nia. This would have caused loss to 
two of the greatest industries on the 
Coast. 

In order to conserve the can sup- 
ply, no more hominy, pork or beans, 
sauer kraut or anything else that 
can be used in dry form, will be 
canned. ‘Tins will still be furnished 
to coffee customers, however, 

The cost of tin cans has increased 
100 per cent. In the past six months, 
At that time cans sold for 2 cents 
each: now they sell about 4 cents. 
There is every reason to believe the 
price will advance even higher, be- 
cause of the shortage of sheet 
metal. 

Ever since the government really 
faced a war it has been using vast 
amounts of this sheet metal in ites 
various preparationa, 
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ut extra cost.

HERE ARE ECONOMICAL WAYS 
TO DRY FRUITS, VEGETABLES.

and the high price of sugar, 

the Chamber of Commerce is 
urging housewives to dry all the 
fruit and vegetables possible this 
summer, It is declared that every 
one who has fruit or vegetables on 
her own lot can preserve them for 
the winter at a mintmum expense by 
observing the following directions, 
compiled with the assistance of 
those persons who have demon- 
strated their value: 

DRIED SWEET CORN. 
Mrs. Frances Gordinier, No. $32 
‘eat Eighty-fifth street: Gather the 
corn while tender—"‘in the milk.” 
Boil about ten minutes. Cut from the 
cobs and spread on trays, covered 
with cloth, and lay cheesecloth 
over. Dry in the sun, stirring occa- 
sionadly. If nights are damp. bring 
in the house. Will dry in a few days 
and keep nice all winter. Soak over 
night before cooking and season 
same as canned corn. 

DRIED STRING BEANS. 

Mrs. Edward Cunningham, Co- 
rona: Gather when the beans are 
well formed in the pod—if too old 
the pod will break open when dry 
String and break in about three-inch 
lengths. Dry in the shade. Ta cook 
beans dried in this way, soak over 
night in clear water, In the morn- 
ing drain and cover with fresh wa- 
ter. to which a pinch of soda is 
added. Bring to a boil and continue 
boiling ten minutes; drain and wash 
through two waters; then cook in 
usual way. 

DRIED PRACHES, FIGS, ETC. 

Susan Swaysgood, Pomona: Cut 
peaches, apricots or other large fruit 
in halves, take out the pits and 
Spread fruit face up on wooden 


boards or wire trays out in the sun. 
If the trays are stacked up at night 
a= 


WING to the scarcity of cans by putting smal! blocks at each cor- 


ner, than setting one tray over the 
other, the drying process will be 
much quicker and the fruit better. 
When perfectly dry the fruit will be 
hard and dark looking: then it ia 
ready for the last stage. Gather it 
up into a thin muslin sack—a flour 
sack does very nicely: have ready 4 
bath of clean boiling water. sufficient 
to cover the sack. Plunge the sack 
of fruit in this boiling water and 
swish around to make sure the wa- 
ter penetrates to all of the fruit. It 
takes but a minute if you have 
enough water to cover it. Take out 
the sack and set it upon something 
to drain, then set out in the sun 
one or two good hot days, in the 
sack, shaking the fruit around un- 
til dry, and it will keep one or two 
years. 
TOMATO PASTE. 


For seasoning soups, gravy, etc. 
Slice tomatoes and salt them heav- 
ily; allow them to stand far twenty- 
four hours, then put through sieve 
to take out skins and seeds and 
boil pulp until very thick. Spread 
afterwards thinly on platters to dry 
and put in the sun until the mois- 
ture is absorbed and the paste be- 
comes dry. 

BLUE OR BURBANK PLUMS. 

Mrs. Marie R. Paul, Azusa, Cal., 
R. F. D., box 13: To a gallon of boil- 
ing water add a pinch of lye. Put a 
quart of blue plums in a colander. 
Dip them twice in the solution. 
Have ready another gallon of boiling 
water without the lye. Rinse the 
plums in that water. Dry in sun on 
frame for two weeks. Cover with 
mosquito netting. Turn them every 
day. Apples may be dried in same 
manner, omitting the rinsing in the 
second hot water and using half- 
handful of salt instead of ‘lve. Cut 
apples in quarters, and peel, being 
peeling for 


Capt. Hugo Sunstedt, once of the

There are vacant lots enough in this city 
to raise hundreds of thousands of tons of 
food and there are vacant acres in the won- 
derful San Fernando Valley alone to raise 
sufficient food of practically every variety 
to feed this great city. Los Angeles has 
less need of resorting to the plowing up of 
lawns or golf links for agricultural purposes 
than any city in the nation. North, south, 
east and west we have countless thousands 
of the richest acres that the sun ever 
warmed. We have an abundance of water 
, aed all that is needed to make the vacant 
acres blossom is the labor that will gd out 
and sow the seeds and cultivate the grow- 
ing crops. 

There is absolutely no foundation for the 
assertion that the United States faces a 
food famine. This is not a crowded, con- 
gested nation. in the first place only a 
mall percentage of the productive land of 
the country is in cultivation. We have un- 
tenanted lands in many States of greater 
area than many of the European countries. 
Let those whe are prone to get In a panic 
stop and consider, we say again, that this is 
not Europe. The total area of France, Ger. 
many and the British isles ie but 500,000 
square miles, with a population of over 
150,000,000 te support, while we have but 
a scant 100,000,000 of population and an 
area of 3,000,000 square miles. 

in normal years our wheat crop alone is 
sufficient for all home needs, with a surplus 
for export of 150,000,000 bushels, and during } 
the second year of the war we exported 
243,000,000, and this year, with our own pro- 
duction of less than 700,000,000 bushels, we 
have sent abroad 135,000,000 and, according 
to the latest figures of the Department of Ag- 
riculture, we can spare at least 60,000,000 
more. The same is true of many other sta- 
ples that enter international trade and, with 
the great crops which the present season 
promises, the United States will be amply 
able to care for the demands of her Allies 
in the way of foodstuffs without in the 
least impairing der ability to feed her own 
people. 

This does not mean that we should abate 
our energies in the planting of food prod- 
ucts. It only shows that there is no need 
for alarm. The nation is rich in resources. 
Our manufacturing facilities are beyond 
compere, and all that is necessary is for 
the people to be calm and do the task near- 
est their hands with genuine American good 
sense and effectiveness. 

We have a gigantic task to perform, and 
to perform it with effectiveness we must 
eschew frenzy and go about our work with 
a sane determination that, by the very force 
of its steadiness, will and does accomplish 


the job once we turned our hands to it. We 
shall do so this time. It matters not to the 
American people whether the task be the 
cutting of a great waterway through the 


most colossal war fund ever attempted or 
the feeding of the nations of the world. 
We have the means at hand to accomplish . 
these great tasks--but not by getting into a 
panic and rushing at it wildly.

Going to the Bottom of It. 


FOREVER. 

Ireland just looks like a dot on the 
map of the world in our school atlases. It | 
is, in fact, an important punctuation mark 
in the world’s history. In British history 
for the last thirty years she has been a full 
stop at the end of every sentence. The last 
dozen Prime Ministers of Britain have had 


Ireland quite considerably on their hands, | 


It is Lloyd George's turn now and he is 
making a brave effort to see what sweet 
reasonableness will do. 

Ireland—North' and South—is like an ill. 
assorted couple, forever wrangling, which 
has trembled on the brink of a scandalous 
divorce, but which the family, for its pride 
and credit’s sake, has tried in vain to 
reconcile. Southern Ireland is the modern 
wife yearning for “self-expression,” “‘free- 
dom,” “the right to live her own life,” “com- 
munity property laws,” and all that sort of 
thing. Ulster is the hard-headed business 
spouse who has no patience with these 
feminist aspirations and believes that 
woman's place is in the home, drat her, and 
cordfally dreads the day when she will ac 
quire that “self-expression” and those po- 
litical rights which he firmly belleves she is 
incapable of using with discretion. 

And the rest of Britain would like nothing 
so much as giving them a couple of knob- 
kerries and shutting them up in a room till 
one of them is hofs de combat. But that 
sort of thing isn’t done. It would be un- 


lawful, a disgrace to civilization, so the 


family is swayed one way and then the 
other, takes first one side and then the op- 
posite, concedes everything one day and 
nothing the next, and cordially wishes them 
both to Jericho. 

If the Irish would get together and agree 
what they want they could have it any day 
for the asking. Mrs. Sheghy-Skeffington, 
widow of the Irish rebel martyr, is lecturing 
in this country just now and has no good 
word to say for Britain. She speaks for the 
south—for the emotional spouse side of the 
controversy—and insists that Britannia is 
taking sides with her worse-half against her. 
She blames Britannia for all the trouble. 
Even when Britannia offered the south a 
divorcé and separate maintenance, she was 
indignant and suspicious. She insists upon 
the restitution of conjugal rights. She wants 
Irtah partnership with Britannia © severed 
forever and a fully equal, if not dominating, 
interest in the community property. Ulster, 
like the average husband, now holding most 
of the property in his name and finding the 
partnership highly profitable, is willing 
enongh to have the divorce and retain the 
business partnership. but objects to the 
continned conjugal] relations under com- 
munity property law conditions. He says, 
even as our California husbands declare, 
that his spouse is not to be trusted to have 
a dominativg voice in his business affairs. 
He sees nothing but bankruptcy in the ar- 
rangement. He would rather be rid of her 
and pay alimony. ; 

Mrs. Skeffington says that hatreds are 
deliberately fostered between Ulster and the 
rest of Ireland. between the Protestants and 
the Catholics, by Britain. But she also 
maintains that all the best intellects of the 
world are in Ireland. She likes to men- 
tion Bernard Shaw as one of them. But 
Bernard Shaw, in his “John Bull's Other 
Island” shows very clearly that he consid- 
ers the Englishman is only too ready to 
give Ireland home rule, but that it is the 
intellectual Irishman himself who blocks the 
way. In that play it is a stupid Englishman 
who stands for home rule, and an intellec- 
tual Irishman who opposes it. The English- 
man 80 clever in his stupidity” and the 
Irishman “so stupid in his cleverness.” 

But there is a glimmer of hope in the sug- 
gested convention which Premier Lloyd 
George has offered all parties It seems 
such a simple. Solomonic solution of the 
problem to make all sides of the controversy 
get together and talk it out. And there fs a

ward Carson is anchored down with respon- 
sibility at the Admiralty—that Ulster Irish- 
man who found altogether too much time to 
campaign round the country in England and 
stir up British sensibilities on behalf of 
“loyal Ulster.” 

That has been Ulster's strongest pull with 
the British government, it is so much easier 
to do things for those, that profess to love 
you than for those who frankly hate you 
and take every opportunity to do you an 11 
turn. “All we ask is to be allowed to re- 
main under British rule, to be allowed to 
continue to be loyal subjects of the crown” 
says Ulster—and which of us could turn our 
hand against such a winning plea? Espe- 
clally while the other half of the contro 
versy is acclaiming a vast hatred and revels 
in disaffection. 

But maybe if they can all be made 
to meet in friendly discourse and discover 
each other’s real charms, understand each 
other's point of view and make mutual con 
cessions, the preponderance of Irish humor, 
Irish intellect, Irish lovableness will win the 
day.

It was neither in- 
difference nor opposition to the principles 
ot republican liberty by which. they en- 
nobled the history of commerce and of hu- 
manity. It is true that in Europe in the 
last century, and especially in the Teutonic 
countries, much of the treasures of com- 
merce took their way into the coffers of 
despotism in the shape of eternal loans, 
and capital exhibited a tendency to specu- 
late upon the oppression of nations. But 
such has not been the case in the United 
States. Here commerce is still the benef- 
icent instrumentality of making mankind 
partake of all the fruits and comforts of 
the earth and of human industry. Here 
whatever of speculation there may be upon 
the economic necessities that the European 
war may create there s no speculation upon 
the changes of despotism in Burope; and 
therefore if the commercial! interests of 
our country are considered with that fore 
sighted sagacity without which there is no 
future and no security in them, then no 
particular interest can be more ambitious 
to see absolutism checked and freedom and 
democratic institutions developed in Europe 
than the commerce of republican America. 
As was said by Louis Kossuth sixty-five 
years ago, “Commerce is the heel of 
Achilles, the vulnerable point of America. 
Thither will, thither must be aimed the first 
blow of victorious absolutism; the instinct 
of self-preservation would lead absolutiem 
to strike that blow if its hatred and indig- 
nation would not lead to it. Air is not more 
indispensable to life than freedom and 
constitutional government in Europe to the 
commerce of America.” 

It needs no gift of prescience to warrant 
the statement that the present condition 
of Europe is too unnatural, too contrary to 
the vital interests of countless millions to 
endure much longer. The world cannot for- 
ever boil like a volcano. There must come 
a lasting peace and & lasting tranquillity, 
never possible so long as autocracy holds 
Germany in the Hohenzollern grip—but sure 
to come when the people of Germany and 
Austria are content—and content they can 
only be when they are free. —

| New War Tax Bill Lowers Ex- 
emption limit Fifty .

The thousands of people in 
Los Angeles who are in re- 
celpt of inheritances will be 
interested in the boost given 
in the new war tax bill. The 
exemption is lowered from 
$60,000 to $25,000, and a new 
tax of 1 per cent. levied on 
inheritances from 125,000 to 
$60,000.

NO DANGER OF 
FOOD FAMINE. 


Such is Finding of Retail 


E tee 


Cost Due to Hoarding and to 
Speculation. 


Do Busihess as Usual, Say 
Officers, Members. 


The Southern California Retail 
Grocers’ Association hag just com- 
pleted an exhaustive survey of the 
food situation in this section and the 
results of its findings are ag fol- 
lows: 

That there is no actual or threat- 
ered danger of a food famine: that 
the prevailing high prices are the 
result of a number of causes, the 
leading factors being speculation 
by individuals and frenzied buying 
on the part of housewives in antici- 
pation of a food shortage which 
would rend prices to even higher 
levelg than those now prevailing. 

In a set of resolutions adopted by 
the association the public is urged 
to keep cool, to buy carefully and 
only in such quantities ag the needs 
of the present demand. The mem- 


bers of the association are asked to 


co-operate with their customers and 
to keep them advised as to the pres- 
ent market conditions and as to pos- 
sible future market movements 

In discussing the general food sit- 
uation Neal P. Olsen, secretary of 
the association said: “The present 
unsettled conditions incident to the 
entrance of the United States into 
the world-war have in a measure un- 
nerved the people, but I am certain 
that by wise counsel and conserva- 
tive action Wwe can persuade ail! 
Clagenn to take a more hopeful view 
of things. 

“*Business as Usual’ is a slogan 
which every merchant, manufacturer 
and broker will do well to adopt.

Our in- 
vestigations, covering every phase 
of the situation, have proven con- 
clusively that there is ample food for 
ali and some surplus for our allies 
if need be. 

“We also found that a number of 
private individuals ,with surplus 
capital had entered the market and 
purchased great quantities of staples 
ike sugar and other articles. 
Theeo were stored in the hope that 
large profit would be realised. 
Houscholderg also indulged in this 
practice, a number of whom have 
laid in groceries to the amount of 
$1900 and $2000. Several of the large 
retall stores in the downtown district 
sold as high as $150,000 worth of 
groceries in a single week, which is 
of courte, evidence that hoarding ts 
being practiced among householders 
as well as speculators.

no need to get in a frenzy. There is 
now and will be ample feod for all, 
prices wilt shortly decline to normal 
levele and business will settle into 
the regular daily routine. 

“Again I wish to emphasize the 
slogan ‘Susiness as Usual’ that 
should be on every merchant's Py 
en hie printed stationery, in all o 
bis advertisements and the children 
should be encouraged to use the 
phrase. It is absurd to think that 
our country ie in danger of etarv- 
ive. When we consider that Ger- 
mann maintains a population 65,- 
000.000 on an area no larger than 
Texas, what cannot America do With 
it« limitless agricultural domains.“

FORTY MILLIONS READY 
HERE FOR WAR LOANS. 


Of Entire Sum that Angelenos Can Contribute to 
Financing Struggle, Average People may ‘Spare Half, 
Persons of Wealth More than a Fourth, and Banks the 
Remainder—Local Conditions Unusual. 


LTHOUGH it is difficult to esti- 
mate fhe total amount of sub- 
scriptions that will be made 

by the citigens of Los Angeles to the 
liberty loan of 1917, there is no 
doubt in the minds of the city's 
bankers and financiers that the par- 
ticipation here will be substantial. 

Los Angeles is not so foftunately 
situated as are some other cities to 
be of the utmost help in war financ- 
ing. The great eastern industrial 
cities, with their thousands upon 
thousands of factories and work- 
shops devoted to the production of 
munitions and war supplies of all 
kinds, can with ease spare vast sums 
of money for the bonds of the liberty 
loan, knowing full well thkt the 
greater part of the money sub- 
scribed will return in the form of 
orders from the government. 

Then again, the big banks and 
trust companies of the eastern cen- 
ters are in a position to advance 
huge sums for the war loan, inas- 
much as these banks and trust com- 
panies carry the accounts of the 
manufacturers who will receive the 
war orders from the government. No 
matter how many millions they add 
to the financial! sinews Of the nation, 
their cash reserves are in no way 
impaired. 

THE SITUATION HERE. 

These conditions do not hold true 
of Los Angeles. This city has but 
the beginning of what will eventual- 
y be a large industrial development. 
There will be very few government 
orders placed here for manufactured 
articles. As far as Southern Cali- 
fornia la concerned, the farmers and 
ranchers will benefit greatiy by the 
sale of their food products at high 
prices, but this access of wealth 
will in considerable part be reflected 
in the country banks and not in the 
banks of the city itself. 

Therefore the majority of Los An- 
geles subscriptions to the liberty loan 
and any other bond issues that the 
United States may put out in the 
future to finance its share in the 
world struggle must come from the 
individual. And it will be found 
that in this regard Los Angeles is 
fortunate. Attracted by the wonder- 
ful climate of Southern California, 


many thousands of the wealthiest 
— le ot the country have come 
e to make their permanent 


homes. These well-to-do people are 
accustomed to buying bonds. Most 
of their investments are in that form 
of liquid wealth. They have al- 
ready subscribed heavily to the 
£2,000,000,000 bond issue from pure- 
ly business motiwes and can be re- 
lied upon in the future to take a 
heavy share in any additional financ- 
ing that may be necessary. It is 
reported from a number of the bond 
houses operating in this city and 
the banks that practically all their 
larger depositors and clients have 
sübscribed in a liberal manner al- 
ready to the liberty loan. It is esti- 
mated that to date fully $1,259,000 
has been pledged to the ald of Uncle 
Sam by persons of these classes 
alone. 
THE PEOPLE'S “BIT.” 

The middie classes and the s- 
called masses will bear their part 
In the financial burdens of the war, 
no matter how long it lasts. It

a few shillings here and a few francs 
there. Thousands upon thousands 
of Americans who make Los Angeles 
their home and who never bought 
a bond before in their lives will con- 
tribute $50 to $100 to the success- 
ful prosecution of the war. When it 
is considered that there are about 
600,000 people in this city, the total 
amount of these subscriptions is ex- 
pected to run well into eight figures. 


For instance, say there are 200, 


000 bread winners in Los Angeles. 
If these during the course of the 
war subscribe $50 apiece on the 
average to war loans, $10,000,000 
will be raised from this one source. 
Say the average is $100 instead of 
$59. Twenty lions of dollars i& 
no small sum of money even in these 
days of billions, 
BANKS’ CASH, 

As to the banks themselves: On 
May 1 the cash item of all the banks 
of the city amounted fo 167.800. 
290.29. If necessary and the condi- 
tions should warrant, the banks 
coyld spare 10 per cent. of this 
amount for government war loagps, 
approximately $7,000,000. However, 
as has been before explained, the 
banks of Los Angeles are not in the 
same position as the eastern inst 
tutions to participate in war loans, 
and for that reason cannot spare as 
much money. 

In the last analysis it is the in- 
dividual who will have to be depend- 
ed upon for most of the subscrip- 
tions from this section, and as for 
the most part the people living in 
Los Angeles are fairly well off, as 
far as this world’s goods are con- 
cerned, the aggregate of their com- 
bined efforts should produce a 
tremendous sum of money for war 
purposes, If it is needed, the banks 
can spare $7,000,000, the average 
Classes $20,000,000, and persons of 
the wealthy classes that make their 
home here, $10,000,000 to 112.000, 
090 more. It would be safo to say 
tat Los Angeles can spare $40,000,- 
000 for war bonds if there is urgent 
necessity. 

No definite figures are obtainable 
as to the amount of subscriptions 
that have so far been made by citi- 
zens of this city to the 2,000. 000,000 
liberty loan. From practically all 
reliable sources, such as the banks 
and bond houses, it is sald that 
$2.000.000 has so far been pledged 
and that an additional $2,000,000 is 
expected to be subscribed before 
June 15, when the offering closes.

pfifect when he doesn’t know it, he 
strikes an attitude in his most un- 
conacious moments.

However, I 
do agree with Mr. Cortissoz when he 
finds fault with the title of “The 
Heavenly Host” as being much, 
much too precious. No wonder 
some of the catalogues printed it 
“The Heavenly Hoist.” for here are 
great black buckets lifted by unseen 
cranes into a vast skv of smoke. 
vapor and cloud, The feeling of 
height and space. the splendid 
magnitude of the whole perform- 
ance. is remarkably well rendered. 
The picture is thrilling. even epic. 
but the buckets do not remind us of 
seraphim and cherubim. 

In “Toil” the smoke rises’ in 
straight dark columns between the 
sheer cliffs of Culebra Cut. We see 
the men like titans at work. The 
pleture is fine and impressive, and I 
am conetrained to use the word epic 
again, calling this canvas an epic of 
labor. Its main fault—a fault that 
is inherent in many of Mr. Lie’s pic- 
tures, and, indeed. m much of the 
work of the so-called mModerns—is 4 
tendency toward paintiness, a lack of 
quality. Too. the shadow on the 
rock to the left is over-accented, it is 
too Diack. All shadows are trans- 
parent, and full of color, no matter 
how dark they may be. Painting 
them black ig too easy. 

Several of the pictures whose 
central theme is the big red gates of 
the Gatun locks are striking, and 
even beautiful. In “The Gates of 
Pedro Miguel” that brilliant red 
hue reaches almost straight across 
the canvas, and in “The Center 
Wall.” a charming  picture—if 
charm is the word to use when 
speaking of such Pig subjects—the 
red is exquisitely harmonized with 
yellowish grays and with the pallid 
gold of the sky. Great harmony is 
aleo found in “The Gates of Mira- 
flores.” Harmony does not always 
prova in Mr. Lie’s pictures, the 
skies having a dispusition, now and 
again, to assert thea.selves as paint 
rather than atrnusphere, as color 
rather than tone. They seem to de 
romewhet unrelated to the general 
acheme, to be unteve to nature as 
well ae to art. I may be wrona.

Prussian 1 ailed Fist 


(Continued from Eighteenth Page.) 


a half year’s time would see every 
man dead of slow starvation. 

The fifth day there, three of us, a 
Spaniard, Norwegian and myself— 
we thought it best to have neutrals 
do the talking—protested to one of 
the officers about the meager ra- 
tiens. We told him it was starva- 
tion by inches. He was courteous, 
but explained in very good English 
that it was impossible. to improve 
things: I told him he evidently did 
not realize the conditions. Some of 
us were neutrals and we were being 
starved. He smiled. “You are now 
in the hands of the German govern- 
ment.“ he said. “We are under or- 
ders from Berlin. These orders are 
absolute and cannot be changed ex- 


“leept by Berlin.” 


6 smiled again dnd walked away. 
The smile made me shudder. We 
were in the iron clutch of the Prus- 
sian mailed fist. The intense cold 
continued. Some of the prisoners, 
without shoes, others without trous- 
ers, and most all without heavy 
coats of any kind, were already half 
dead. They would lie, numb and 
in half stupor, in the barracks for 
twenty-four hours at a time, too 
weak to take exercise to keep warm. 
We did finally receive a few articles 
of clothing, taken from dead Rus- 
sian prisoners. 

NEW DANGER. 

At last we got word to prepare 
to leave Neustrelitz. We had — 
there a month. It seemed like a 
year. We neutrals were happy. One 
chep went partly out of his mind 
an became hysterical. We felt 
sure we Were to be released, but it 
was a vain hope. On February 5 

left for Karisruhe and arrived 
cae the 8th. We were on the 
train fifty-three hours, there was no 
heat in the coaches, and almost no 
food was given us. 

The Karisruhe concentration camp 
“we arrived there at 3 p.m.—had 
the same conditions as the Neu- 
strelitz camp, agent for one thing. 
We were provided with excitement 
at Karisruhe, and did not have to 
wait long for it. 


On the second night we heard 
steam sirens blowing and 
It was the signal for the people to 
rush to the cellars. The French- 
men were making an air raid and 
had begun dropping bombs. 
sirens Were not meant for us, how- 
ewer. We had no cellars to go to. 
In fact, we learned that ft was the 
railway station the Frenchmen had 
been after repeatedly and that the 
detention camp had been moved 
near the station as a sort of protec- 
tion to the latter. The German 
logic was naive—if the airmen 
knew there were Allied prisoners 
near, they might not try to get the 
station, and even if they did, the 
prisoners were more apt to get the 
bombs than the station, the camp 
was so much larger and there were 
do many more of us to 

At intervals the sky brightened 
with flashes from the airmen’s 
rockets, which were sent with the 


bombs to show where the hits were 


made, and the alternate sounds of 
the bursting bombs and the anti- 
air craft guns played a duet that 
threatened to become a dead march. 
The bombs burst with a dull, boom- 
ing sort of sound and the air guns 
encored with a sharp, barking sort 
of nose, Four raids occurred while 
we were in the camp, and three men 
were injured and one was killed. 
The Germans were giving us every 
chance to meet our Maker, and must 
have figured that if we persisted in 
living in spite of the food and the 
bombs, it was our own fault. 
GOOD NEWS. 

I was repeatedly trying to get 
word to the American and British 
Consuls, attempting to get interviews 
with the commandant of the camp, 
and writing letters ‘almost daily. 
The letters were never sent. But on 
Wednesday, February 21, the com- 
mandant, sent for me and I went to 
his office in the barracks. 

The commandant, a tall, fine 
figure of a man, about 40 
years old, was talking to a 
German lieutenant when I entered. 
Both were very civil. The command- 
ant spoke with only a slight trace of 
accent. He was a cavalry officer, 
had been wounded in the right leg by 
a sabre slash and walked with a 
limp. He stepped to the table, spoke 
to one of the two young Germans, 
both in uniform, there, in German, 
and then addressed me in English. 
There Was a stenographer, a woman, 
who must have weighed 250 pounds 
—I wondered what kind of food she 
was getting—and an interpreter, an 
arrogant Prussian who looked like 
a Frenchman. The commandant ex- 
plained that he thought we neutrals 
were going to be released shortly; 
sald he hag been in communication 
with Berlin and gave me a glass of 
wine. The following Saturday we 
were told we would be released the 
following week, and on February 27 
the five neutrals: Dr. Davis of Co- 
lumbus, Ga.; Dr. Snyder of Atlanta. 
Ga., from the Voltaire; Dr. McKim 
of Watertown, N. T., from the 
Georgic; myself, and a Norwegian 
officer—ileft Karlaruhe. 

FIRST MEAL IN MONTHS. 

We left Wuenemunde, on the Ger- 
man border, between Germany and 
Denmark, and crossed the ferry to 
Gedse, Denmark, on the 28th, in

The neutral territory, out of the clutch 


of the iron hand of Germany, at last. 

At Gedse we went into a restau- 
rant for our first meal in 
months. While waiting for our or- 
ders to be cooked, we devoured the 
bread as fast as it arrived and then 
ordered some chocolates, repeating 
the order several times, and filled up 
on these and then ‘tackled the other 
food when it was brought on. In our 
famished condition, it was too much 
for us. Next day every one of us 


was 
Three of us, Davis, Snyder and 
myself, remained in Copenhagen 


three weeks and then left for Amer- 
ica, from Bergen, Norway, on the 
Bergensfjord of the Norwegian- 


We landed at Halifax, Monday, the 
27a. remained there until Friday, 
and I arrived at the Thirty-ninth- 
street dock in Brooklyn, Sunday 
morning, April 29, safe on United) 
States soil, almost five months after 
the phantom German raider sent our 
ship to the bottom. I weighed 170 
pounds when we shipped out of 
Montreal, and turned the scale at 
122 pounds on the dock in Brooklyn.

duced illness when given to swine.” 
Fixing the Alsace Problem.“ 

In a chapter titled “Iron Hand in 

Lorraine,” Mr. Curtin re- 

viewed the frightful rigor with which 
the Prussians are enforcing “order” 
in the “lost provinces.” The Prus- 
sians seem determined that there 
shall be no more Alsace-Lorraine 
“problem” after the war. “They 
have, therefore, sent the soldiers 
from these two provinces to the 
most dangerous places at the vari- 
ous fronts. One Alsace regiment 
was hurled again and again at the 
old British army on the Leer in 
November, 1914, until at the end of 
a week only three officers and six 
men were alive. Some of the most 
perilous work at Verdun was forced 
upon the Alsatians. The Prussian 
authorities deliberately retain with 
the colors Alsatians and Lorrainers 
unfit for military service, and the 
wounded men are not allowed to re 
turn to their homes.” 
The Prussian Guard Crumbled. 

The Germans conceal their wound- 
ed as much as possible. Hospital 
trains are unloaded usually at night, 
and the ubiquitous police are present 
to see that sightseers do not linger. 
The famous Prussian Guard, for 
three centuries considered the great- 
est. soldiers in the world, beaten and 
broken by an amateur army of 
Cockneys, was returned to Potsdam 
as secretly as possible, but Mr. 
Curtin, after being repeatedly 
warned away, managed to find a suit- 
able window and stayed on hour 
after hour, scrutinizing the havoc. 
“But it was,” he writes, “the visages 
of the men on the stretchers that 
riveted my attention. I never saw 
so Many men so completely exhaust- 
ed. Not one pair of lips relaxed 
into a smile, and not one eye lit up 
with the glad recognition of former 
surroundings. „Those up- 
turned faces on the white pillows 
told as plainly as words could tell 
that the Guard had at last met a 
force superior to themselves and their 
war machine. They knew well that 
they were the idol of their Father- 
land, and that they had fought with 
every ounce of their great physical 
strength, backed by their long tradi- 
tions. They had been vanquished by 
an army of mere sportsmen.”

“Crimes of Charity.” 

Konrad Bercovici’s “Crimes of 
Charity” (Alfred A. Knopf) comes 
down like a ton of brick on organ- 
ized charity. How m is fact, 
how much is fiction, is to the 
imagination of the reader, but the 
destructive criticism is thorough, 
comprehensive and unconvincing 
only to that degree in which Mr. 
Bercovici declines to suggest other 
emergency measures to relieve dis- 


tress. Though his guise seems to 


be fiction, his purpose is sociolog- 
ical, and he is duty bound to sug- 
gest a substitute—but, being a So- 
clalist, he would say the whole social 
system needs overturning and read- 

sting, then would the misery for 

hich organized charity is intended 
as a palliative disappear. But we all 
know there are po beggars in Uto- 
pia, no misery in heaven. 

It does not need Mr. Bercovici 
to point out that there is something 
vicious in a charitable system that 
draws revenue of far over $100,000,- 
000 a year, and that which objects 
to making public its private accounts 
when in most cases it is admitted 
that eighty and more per cent. of the 
revenue goes for overhead expenses, 
into the salaries of managers, inves- 
tigators, clerks others besides 
the poor, for whom it is ostensibly, 
ostentatiously, intended. But it does 
need a Mr. Bercovici to charge the 
charity investigators with being re- 
lentless as Javert, hounding their 
beneficiaries at all hours of the day 
and night; the managers with being 
brutal in their manner and ques- 
tions, and the purpose of the organ- 
izations to give as jittle as possible 
and to use methods cruel as Torque 
mada from time to time to “test” 
the objects of charity and see if 
they could get along without the 
slight help. All these charges are 
made in the form of narrative, not 
exactly short stories, but rather per- 
sonal accounts, rounded with consid- 
erable artistry. It is a striking book, 
perhaps overstressed, as all radicals 
are prone to exaggeration; but ba- 
sically true and interesting, as well 
as something new and vigorous in a 
literary way.

Music’s literature, like the litera- 
ture of every other “fine” art, is al- 
ready so vast, in tomes thick and 
thin, that the bewildered searcher 
after knowledge may well take 
breath to consider whether the 
chase will ever lead up to an ulti- 
mate quarry. Then he may discover 
that there is no ultimate quarry, no 
last abiding place, and that the elu- 
sive something new under the sun 
is being exploited in the new book 
lying upon his table. Which is only 
the same, after all, as discovering 
that music, like life, whose ideals it 
seeks to interpret, is always chang- 
ing even as the chameleon, though 
always the same under all its bril- 
ljant colors. 

It may, therefore, be said that he 
cannot have too much of the litera- 
ture of music — provided he takes 
time for the music itself—as he can- 
not have too much comment on life 
if he is permitted time and oppor- 
tunity to live. But the exposition, 
on both art and life, must be intel- 
ligent and illuminating, else it were 
better for him to forego it altogether 


and straightway proceed to look, lis- 
ten and live. 

No recent attempt at the explana- 
tion of music, what it is and what 
it can do, is of more help and inter- 
est to the average man and woman 
than Thomas Whitney Surette’s lit- 
tle book on “Music and Life.” Be- 
ginning with the query, “What is 
music?” which he answers very 
completely in the first chapter, and 
concluding with two long chapters 
on “The Symphony,” the author de- 
votes the chapters lying between 5 
these extremes to “Music for Chil- 
dren,” “Public School Music,” Com- 
munity Music” and “The Opera,” ex- 
posing fads and abuses and mis- 
apprehensions and suggesting the 
remedy for all three — which is a 
more universal and a more intel 
gent education in music. He sets 
forth a not unattainable ideal of 
music appreciation for the rank and

WINTER CUCUMBERS. 


Orange County Industry Successfully 
Conducted—Walnut Crop Un- 
usually Big—lima Bean 
Growers Expect Extra 
Heavy Yield. 


An industry that is meeting with 
encouragement around Santa Ana is 
the raising of winter cucumbers. 
During the past year a number of 
vacant lots have been utilized suc- 
cessfully for growing this vege- 
table. Low frames a foot and a half 
high have been covered with muslin, 
and beneath this covering cucum- 
bers have been produced for the 
market when prices were at the 
highest. 

The walnut crop of Orange county 
is this year unusually big, and with 
increased acreage the total produc- 
tion will be the greatest in the 
county’s history. This is the report 
made by O. H. Burke, secretary of 
the Santa Ana Valley Walnut Grow- 
ers’ Association, after a three weeks 
survey of the orchards of the sec- 
tion east of the Santa Ana River.

Starting from Los Angeles on 
April 28, the three men drove a five- 
passenger Velie touring car through 
Fresno to Modesto, having had pre- 
vious information that the Coulter- 
vile was the most nearly passable 
of any of the routes into the valley. 
But this route had to be abandoned 
when within three miles of Hazel 
Green, owing to the deep snows on 
the upgrade, the large number of 


and rocks which had been strewn 
over the way during the winter. 
START BACK. 


The party then returned to Mo- 
desto and drove to Wawona, start- 
ing on the following morning on 
the Wawona road toward the val- 
ley. Not half a mile had been cove 
ered until the real battle began. 
Heavy wet snow, from three to seven 
feet in depth, was encountered, and 
in those few spots where the sun 
had melted the snow, mud was deep- 
er than the hub caps of the car. 

“That the Velie plowed through 
this mud on the upgrade, bucked 
the terrific snowdrifts and finally 
lifted us, three days later, to the 
summit near Chinquapin, is unan- 
swerable testimony as to the sturdi- 
ness of this car,” said Mr. Lord. 
“Time and again the car was backed 
up and shot forward into the deep 
snowdrifts, until the very force of 
the snow itself stopped it. The axles, 
drive shaft and on were 
put through the most strenuous 
work ever done by a Velie in Call- 
fornia, yet absolutely no mechanical 
trouble of any kind was experi- 
enced.

There are 
many places where the car runs so 
close to the creek that a line can be 
cast into the stream directly from 
the car and trout fishing de luxe can 
be indulged in. This should appeal 
to the angler who wants to fish 
without other exertion than pulling 
in the finny beauties. 

At the end of the road, at the 
foot of North Baldy, there had been 
established a trout hatchery where 
thousands of rainbow trout are be- 
ing raised to later grace the table of 
a hotel that a colony at Liano on 
the desert plans to build. 

The hundred miles affords a won- 
derful variety of California scenery 
and climate. Across the fertile San 
Fernando Valley the road runs like 
a ribbon stretched across an emerald 
carpet, then clambers over the 
Newhall hills, where before, the old 
Fremont Pass was the bugbear of 
the motorist. 

In the Mint Canyon the farmers 
have cleared the eagebrush and 
cactus and built bungalows sur- 
rounded with fertile farms. Out on 
the Mojave men have brought water 


and made the desert bloom with the 
snowy almond blossoms and broken 
the monotony of the arfd waste with 
green patches of alfalfa. 

It the canyon, with snow-clad 
peaks towering high above, the con- 
trast is very marked. The air is 
more.crisp and the pines send forth 
a delightful spicy odor. Here the 
camper will find water, shade and 
rest; hunting and fishing are both 
good. High up on the east side of 
North Baldy is a mine operated by 
Fred Fenner, who was the father of 
the “Baldy” race, and it was to de- 
cide a bet between himself and Mr. 
Shettler that the first race was run 
between Fenner’s steamer “Black 
Beas’ and Shettler's two-lunged Reo. 

“The time made in the first event 
was slow compared with the trip 
made in the Reo six and it is more 
than probable that if the old race 
was revived the Reo could cut 
in two the score made in the initial 
event.”

“Not only have the prices of vari- 
ous materials risen in value, but 
there is such a scarcity, of supplies 
for the construction of the motor 
ear that the price of automobiles 
probably will be increased the first 
of next year. 

“An automobile factory has to 
place its orders eighteen months 
ahead in order that the necessary 
materials may be obtained’ Orders 
that were recorded some time ago 
will not be recognized for at least 
a year and a half. Steel, pig iron 
and glass are especially scarce, and 


these materials are being used in the; be 


construction of the merchant ma- 
rine. 

“The plate glass used in automo- 
biles, and mostly in closed cars, was 
im from Belgium. Now that 
this supply is cut off, the question 
arises, Where will the future glass 
supply come from? The U-boat 


blockade has played havoc with 
shipping, and for that reason the 
price of leather ig at least 20 per 
cent. higher than it was previous 
to the start of the war. 

‘NO LET-UP. 

“There will never be any direct 
let-up on the manufacture of motor 
cars, as a large number are used in 
army circles, and there will be a 
constant demand for more from this 
source. But the present status of 
affairs is more serious than, west- 
erners seem to want to take it,” con- 
cluded Mr. Bate. 


Due to the foresight of Mr. Bate, 
enough materials have been ob- 
tained by the Mitchell factory to 
guarantee the regular yearly output 
of 20,000 care. Gigantic orders for 
the future have been filed by Mr. 
Bate, but these will not be filled 
for at least eighteen months.

Many 
golfers do so for the simple reason 
that they are in the habit of em- 
loying a brassie through the green, 
ut IT am certain that they make a 
mistake. Apart from the driver and 
the putter, the most valuable club 
on a muddy course is a fairly pow- 
erful mid-iron. More often than 
not, that and a mashie are all that 
you need through the green in or- 
der to achieve the best results in the 
existing conditions, 
COMMON FAULT ON SOFT TURF. 
On soft turf, the ball invariably 
lies heavily, and the error com- 
mitted by the great majority of 
golfers is that they try to take it 
cleanly, just as they would on a dry 
course. The mud nearly always ex- 
ercises a @ifficiently tenacious hold 
on the ball to prevent it from ris- 
ing sharply when the club comes in- 
to contact with it, and the best thing 
to do is to aim an inch behind the 
object and take a little turf with it.

Practical Hints 


EFINITE knowlege about the 
right way to do thingg always 
makes the doing of the actuai 

work much easier. It therefore fol- 
lows that practical hints that will help 
the needieworker will enable her to do 
her work with, more ease and in 
shorter time. 

One way to get smooth work is te 
pases the thread, after drawing it fram 
the skein, thru the thumb and finger 
to find out which way the twist runs. 
Then insert the thread in the eye of 
the needle so that the twist rings 
down from the needie., 


% Never knot your thread to begin your 


work, but take a few etitehes, which 
you will work over later on the right 
side of the material. Then start off 
with the stitches most suited to your 
design. Teo finish your thread off, turn 
your work over and on the wrong side 
of the material take three or four 
stitches on what you have already done. 
To make the thread very secure, it is 
advisable to add a buttonhole stitch 
last. 

The experienced needlevorker aims 
to keep her work clean 80 that it will 
net require laundering as soon as the 
embroidery stitches have ei] been ap- 
plied. The novice may ex ence dif- 
fleulty along this line, but she should 
wash her hands frequently while em- 
breidering and refrain from eating 
while doing the work Its a great 
temptation to nibble at candy or other 
sweets when sewing’ but man have 
done this to thetr sorrow. If © em- 
broidered piece does need laundering 
don't put it in with the general wash. 
(reat care should be taken when wasn 
ne and troning pieces hand embroider- 


en.

soft warm 
acep, Add four 


line to this and let your embroidered 
plece lie for half an hour or an hour. 
At the end of that time rub the piece 
gentiy in the hands and rinse it in 
several clear waters. Then lay the piece 
nat on a clean dry jowel or thick 
cloth and roll it up in such a way 
that one part of the design does 
net touch another part of the em- 
breidery. Now wring it gently. Pat n 
and remove the embroidered piece, 
shaking it thoroly. Lay it wrong side 
down on several folds of soft ma- 
terial—an old blanket is admirable for 
this. Of course, a piece of soft white 
muslin should cover this. Put ® white 
cloth over it and press with a hot iron, 
being aretz not to press too hard on 
the raised work. Remove the top cloth 
and iren on the wrong side of the ma- 
terial with a moderately hot iron. 

it aedvisable to use your 
breidered pieces; they need air and sun- 
light. Lf it is impossible to use all of 
your pieces frequently, store them away 
in blue tissue paper to prevent them 
from becoming yellow.

FA MAN has a sweetheart, a job 
and a can opener, he is all right for 


the matrimonial voyage in little old 


Los Angeles. 

Of course there are many other 
things to be desired, but these are the 
essentials of life—the nuclei—what- 


ever them am—around which to con- 


struct a happy home. 
Thing baby and the pianola may come 
ter. 

The average so-called furnished 
apartment of three rooms, reinforced 
with five dollars worth of tinned 
provender, is the stage setting for the 
second scene of the popular domestic 
drama, “Wedding Belle.” When the 
bridegroom empties out the rice that 
has lodged in his pockets and tosses 
his trusty can opener into the kitchen- 
ette the environment of the honey- 
mooners is complete. 

After young husband has gone to 
the office, wife is likely to spend the 
first day in scouting over the display 
of canned goods and registering the 
red, white and blue splendor of the 
labels on her facile noodle. She doubt- 
less dictated their selection, but she 
wants to look them all over. To a 
large extent this tinned and packaged 
stuff enables her to dispense with the 
trying programme of cooking and 
baking, which mother had to follow 
when she was linked up. 

Concentration and efficiency in 
housekeeping methods have reached 
that point where even the housewife 
séems like excess baggage. With an 
electric button, a can opener and 
credit at the grocery, any guy wear- 
ing a No. 6 hat can put forth a regular 
banquet in four minutes. Thanks 
to the activity of the tin mines 
there are now on the shelf twenty- 
two different kinds of soup, seventeen 
species of fish, eleven kinds of meat, 
fourteen vegetables, fifty-seven vari- 
eties of relishes, twenty-eight of fruit 
and a thousand and one other brands 
of tinned and packaged specialties 
ranging from whale blubber to choc- 
late eclairs. Everything that human 
beings can be persuaded to feed into 
their famishing faces is filed away for 
future reference in sealed tinware by 
enterprising cannery men. 

Nothing is being overlooked. 

So it is that the little can opener 
has become the little lever that 
rules the world. Inventors have 
brought forth many brands of openers 
and each one will have its vogue—its 
life depending on its merits. The 
perfect can opener which can be 
operated with the touch of an electric 
switch has not been invented as yet. 
Neither has the one which can be car- 
ried on a key ring and will gnaw a hole 
in a stove lid been put on the market. 

But there are others—many of them, 
and fresh ones are being tried out 
daily. The genius who will put forth 
one that will satisfy everybody and 
cost less than a quarter can go to bed 
a millionaire after his first day out. 

Men are able to use hatchets, 
jack-knives and other tools as substi- 
tutes from time to time and sometimes 
desperate characters have rent cans 
asunder with their teeth, but all this 
is not only unsatisfactory but deplor- 
able. The average housewife is al- 
most helpless when the family can 


opener is mislaid. 


Some packers put forth their wares 
in what they call seli-opening cans, 
but sometimes the machinery fails to 
respond and then there is room for a 
roar. A self-opening can that won't 
open is almost as useless as a single 
taxer. It is worse than a balky self- 
starter on one of Hank Ford's road 
rabbits. 

But. with furnished flats, votes for 
women, hungry soldiers, buzz 
wagons, armed camps and improvi- 
deut lovers, the market fot. canned 
goods is immense, and massive new 
industries in this liné are being opened 
up in our peerless State every few 


days, Everything that can be dragged 
from the sea or the soil is poked away 
in tins to satisfy the capricious crav- 
ings of the citizenry. Pretty soon thev 
will be cooking kelp in cream gravy 
and marketing it as consomme de 
Neptune. There is no waste of fruit 
or vegetable crops. The old story 
about the farmer and his peach crop 
was that when asked what the family 
did with the fruit he said: “We eat 
what we can and what we can't we 
can.” Now he is likely to can the 
whole blooming business, for the can- 
neries are offering to make contracts 
for fruits at $25 a ton that they once 
got for $5. Then there is the case of 
John Zebedee Watts, known as Rain- 
bow Jack, the promoter, who pro- 
posed to can the Pacific Ocean and sell 
it to inland peoples as an eyewash. 
He said that Roosevelt, Taft, Bryan 


and other great men and all public 


declared that the Pacific Ocean was 
good for sore eyes and on the strength 
of these unqualified testimonials he 
thought he could market the stuff to 
the extent of a few million dollars at 
least. ; 

The aisles of adventure for an en- 
terprising or imaginative canner are 
limitless—especially in a land that is 
even now specializing in canned music 
and the canned drama. 

There are individual canning out- 
fits that enable a man or a housewife 
to put up their individual brands of 
fruits and vegetables and build up a 
home trade. The apparatus is very 
simple and can be set up under the 
trees in the orchard in ten minutes. 
“Every home its own cannery” is the 
watchword of those supplying the 
equipment, and the whole family: can 
participate in all the processes from 
the tree to the trade. 

If we are to send a great army over- 
seas it is staggering to contemplate 
the mass of canned stuff that will have 
to accompany it. A healthy soldier 
would eat his weight in tinned goods 
in a month. It we shell the German 
army with cans of bacon and sauer- 
kraut the Teutons would climb out of 
the trenches and demand to be made 
prisoners forthwith. 


The cams that are cast into the 
garbage of America in a single year 
would, if herded in one pile, make a 
mountain much more massive than Mt. 
McKinley. 

When a man goes into the wilder- 
ness these days his idea of prepared- 
ness is to carry a can Opener and a 
corkscrew. 

Next year he may not need the 
corkscrew. 


California the Staff of Life. 


IE whole world is in straits for 
cnough to eat. California is the 
place for the world to lean on. Our 
crops come in first in the springtime, 
last longer in the fall, and are more 
plentiful, of greater variety, than can 
be found in any other region on earth. 
Indeed, California crops mature every 
month in the year, and the broad, fer- 
tile fields of the State are furnishing 
shipments every day in the year for 
people in less favored lands. | 
Already grain harvests are coming 
in in California. Early in May barley 
shipments began from the Imperial 
Valley, followed by those from other 
parts of the State. Through the earl 
crops of the State prices for foodstufts 
came tumbling down like the stick from 
a rocket that represented the flight of 
prices a few weeks ago. Here we are 
enjoying asparagus at 5 cents a pound, 


six pounds for a quarter; the stalks 


nearly as thick as broomsticks, as green 
as an Irish April, and tender as vege- 
table marrow. Strawberries are abun- 
dant for home use, and like the aspara- 
gus, great quantities of them are being 
shipped to the East in carloads, yes, in 
trainloads. This delicious and health- 
ful fruit is selling for the same price 
per basket that asparagus is by the 
pound, just one jitney for a box of 
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beautiful strawberries, or six of them 
for a quarter of a dollar. Lettuce has 
been going east for a month or more 
from this 5 land of bright, warin 
suns and deep, fertile soils covering 
many square miles of beautiful plains. 

Potatoes and onions, which have 
been out of the reach of ordinary per- 
sons for months in all parts of the 
country, are now becoming so cheap in 
the Los Angeles market that it does not 
take a very long arm to reach the new 
tubers. In a few weeks more they will 
be at normal prices at home, and quan- 
tities of them will be going to other 
parts of the country. Owing to the 
enthusiastic, optimistic, patriotic action 
of the people of California, we predict 
that by the Fourth of July, when the 
frost will be well out of the ground 
in the Northwest and people will be 
gathering a few potatoes for their din- 
ner, big fellows from the new crop in 
California will be a drug on the market 
and within the reach of the poorest 
person in city or country. 

Owing to the abundant acreage un- 
der irrigation, it is possible to grow 
several crops of nearly every vegetable 
in the State of California, and owing 
to the same facilities, grain crops are 
beyond all-chance of failure. Of course, 
ordinarily, grain is not irrigated. It 
would not pay to flood land with water 
for barley purposes when the grain was 
selling at half a cent a pound or a lit 
tle more, nor would it pay to raise 
wheat on irrigated land when it was $1 
or $1.50 a hundredweight. But at cur- 
rent prices the farmers will make good 
money by growing a on irrigated 
land. Corn is another common crop 
which it will pay to irrigate at present 
prices. 


Happy is the California farmer in 


these days of high prices. But the bless- 
ing is twofold. It blesses the man that 
takes as well as the man that gives. 
The State is like a great staff on which 
the world may lean in these times of 
short crops and high prices, which 
would be much shorter and much high- 
er but for the intervention of this pro- 
lific State to feed the hungry of many 
lands from the surplus left after our 
own people have had plenty. 


American Wastefulness. 
LF OUR entrance into war has no 
other effect than to make Americans 
generally more economical and less 
wasteful, the cost of our entering the 
conflict will not have been in vain. We 
have referred heretofore to the fact 
that through a foolish law thousands 
of dollars’ worth of good food is 
carted away from hotels and restau- 
rants in Los Angeles and taken to a 
reduction plant, where the -result is 
probably not worth a dollar. The 
stuff carted to the reduction plant cer- 
tainly does not pay for the labor of 

carting and reduction. : 
From Washington it was announced 
the other day that the waste of one 
slice of bread a day in the average 
American family would be a very con- 
servative estimate, and that one slice 
saved would furnish a meal a day for 
thousands of people now in dire want. 
Worcester, Mass., has a pig pasture 
where all the garbage of the city is 
utilized to make toothsome pork of. 
The city is said to make $40,000 a 
ear by this use of its garbage. Austin, 
ex., is doing better, where the gar- 

bage is converted into fuel. : 
“There may be a reason against using 
common garbage for pigs, but surely. 
this objection could easily be over- 
come, What farm boy in the Middle 
West does not recall the chore of feed- 
ing the pigs every morning from a swill 
barrel kept in the yard? 40 was a red- 
olent breakfast that piggy got from 
a big pail, which the farm boy could 
scarcely waddle under. Om the aver- 


age farm where there were few pigs 
kept, hog cholera was unknown, and 
no case of trichina was ever developed 
from hogs fed on the farm. 

Besides, there has been a great re- 
form in the feeding of hogs which has

time alive with hostile Indians, under the 


leadership of the renowned Sitting Bull, a 
detachment of the Seventh Cavalry, under 
Lieut. E. B. Fuller, marched 350 miles in 
five days, without a change of horses, an 
average of seventy miles a day for five 
days. Think of it! t must have meant 
at least ten hours out of every twenty-four 
spent in the saddle. Yes, and with one 
hand on a gun, too. 

We doubt very much if an automobile 
could travel over the same trip today in 
much less time. 

In July, 1876, troops B, E and K, Tenth 
United States Cavalry, a colored regiment, 
crossed into Mexico as part of a column 
commanded by Lieut.Col. Shafter, Twenty- 
fourth Infantry, also colored, afterwards in 
command in Cuba. A detachment of this 
command, made up of twenty picked men 
of Troop B, under Lieut. Evans and twenty 
Indian scouts, made a march of 120 miles 
in twenty-five hours and surprised twenty- 
three lodges of Indians near Saragossa, 
Mexico. They killed ten Indians and cap- 
tured four and 100 ponies. After making 
a bonfire of the camp, they rejoined their 
command as fast as the jaded horses could 
travel. 


In 1859 four troops, about 250 men, of the 
famous “Dandy Fifth” cavairy, marched 
ninety miles in thirty-six hours, in the Wich- 
ita Mountains, and engaged in a pitched, 
hand-to-hand battle with 500 Comanche In- 
dians, which lasted several hours, before 
the Indians were dislodged. This broke the 
pride of the Comanches. 


In 1879 four troops of the Fifth Cavalry 
and several companies of infantry in farm 
Wagons marched from the railroad at Raw- 
lins, Wyo., under the command of Brevet 
Maj.-Gen. Wesley Merritt, one hundred and 
sixty-odd miles in a little over two days, 
across a mountainous country to the relief 
of Maj. Thornburgh and a party of settlers 
who had been ambushed in the mountains 
Considering the condition 
of the country, this is one of the most re- 
markable marches in history. The last of 
this ride was made at night, over a rough 
trail on the edge of a precipice, where black 
shadows concealed many hundred feet of 
chasms down which some of the pack mules 
slipped, never te be seen again. The in- 
fantry and wagons were left far behind, 
and the cavalry pushed on, passing 
bodies of the dead, gleaming in the 
light. Two brothers met there, one 
with the advance of the col 
other lying dead on the trail with 
raised as if to grasp his brother's 
rein, as he rode past. They arrived 
to save most of Thornburgh‘s party, 
ing some women who had taken 
with him, but as they rode on in pursu 
they passed many distorted bodies of ranch- 
ers murdered by the retreati Indians. 
Women had all been taken prisoners. 


In 1871 Troops H and D of the Second 
Cavalry, while acting as escort to survey 
ors, building the Northern Pacific, 
caught in a blizzard along the Yellowstone 
and rode for five hours with the tempera- 
ture forty below; fifty-three men had their 
extremities frozen. Some ride in itself. 

In 1849 the Third Cavalry marched over- 
land 2500 miles to Oregon when there was 
not a house, with the exception of a trad- 
ing station at Larimie and Ft. Kearney, be- 
tween Ft. Leavenworth and the Columbia 
River. Cholera broke out and the men 
suffered untold privations and rs. 


Whe 
when Capt. H. V. Lawton, Fourth Cavalry 
(afterwards killed in the Philippines) with 
a detachment of which Leonard Wood, the 
present major-general, made a forced march 
which advanced over 300 miles below the 
Mexican line. Gen. Wood describes the 
country as being absolutely barren and 
rocky, and says that soldiers who were 
with him and who had served in India and 
South Africa pronounced it the roughest 
country they had ever seen. The heat was 
extreme, and the infantry marched in their 
underclothes. Many passes were so nar 
raw that the pack animals could not get 
through. 


This was the final Indian campaign of 
note until the Wounded Knee affair in 1891. 
Further laurels were earned by the Tenth 
Colored Cavalry when they rode in a Da- 
kota blizzard to the relief of the Seventh 
Cavalry. 

Do you wonder that, with traditions like 
this before him, Col. George A. Dodd, 64 
years old, with 500 men of the Seventh and 
Tenth Cavalry, made a flying raid into Mex- 
ico after Villa in 1916, riding 110 miles in 
twenty-two hours the first day; and, after 
riding fifty-five miles the second day, went 
into a fight which lasted five hours’? Col. 
Dodd joined the army in 1871 and partici- 
pated in many Indian campaigns, also serv- 
ing, with distinction, during the Spanish 
War. He was the originator of the quota- 
tion, “monkey drill,” which has made Unit 
ed State cavalry s. 

Aside from the absolute necessity of us- 
ing cavalry, should we invade Mexico, it 
would be well to consider the point that, not 
only was cavalry extensively used by the 
Germans in their invasion of Belgium, but 
also in establishing their line from Brus- 
sels to the sea, some of the most brilliant 
battles of history took place, cavalry against 
cavalry. 

Lately, a number of important cavalry 
battles have occurred on the western front; 
one of these engagements lasting three 
days. A prominent student of this war is 
responsible for the statement that most of 
these affairs result in a draw and are gen- 
erally used as a screen for infantry ad- 
vance. 
The English cavalry have been criticised 
for not riding fast enough when they charge. 
It seems that the rules of the British serv- 
ice specify that the charge shall be made 
at a trot instead of a gallop. Also they 
depend on firearms instead of the lance, and 
are obliged to spread out so as to get 
shooting room, The consequence is that 
they do not gain sufficient momentum to 
meet the impact of hard riding opponents. 
On the other hand, all German cavalry, 
whether light or heavy, are armed with the 
lance. 


It might be interesting to note, at this 
point, that the Uhians, about whom we have 
heard so much, are heavy cavalry. 

Now, in conclusion, we might say that we 
are not trying to stand in the way of prog- 
ress; we ride in automobiles and thorough- 
ly appreciate not only what they have done 
for us in peace, but also what may be ex- 
pected of them in war. 

We only maintain and wish to prove that 
the cavairyman still has a most important 
part to play in modern warfare.

She spoke then of the stimulation she 
had received by the appraising visits of 
many noted seedsmen and botanists. 

Mr. Robert Buist of Philadelphia, Mr. 
Burpee, Mr. Dreer, Mr. Peter Barr, V.M.H.- 
F.R.H.S., M.R.A.S., a world wide authority in 
horticulture; Mr. Bruggerhoff, Mr. Edwin 
Lonsdale, carnation specialist; Mr. Tracy 
and Mr. Butterfield of the Department of 
Agriculture, Washington, D. C., and our 
own well known and loved Luther Bur- 
bank, have all visited her gardens at 
various times. 

She laughed as she recalled a little story 
Mr. Burbank had told of his experiments 
with his seedling plums. Tasting to test 
them, according to him, was a nauseating 
task. He finally instructed his men to 
taste as many as they could, and mark 
those they considered best. These Mr. 
Burbank tasted and decided upon himself. 

Prof, William Bateson, the eminent 
English scientist, and the aythor of “Men- 
del's Principles of Heredity,” was so much 
interested in the accounts he had heard 
of Mrs. Gould's work that he asked her for 
samples of her crossed petunias, wishing 
to test certain of his theories by them. 

And it was the late Mrs. Theodosia Shep- 
herd, also of Ventura, well known through- 
out the plant world, who, Mrs. Gould said, 
gave her her first lessons in cross-polliniza- 
tion. 
Before I left Mrs. Gould sketched cer- 
tain plans she had for new experiments in 
the future, finishing with the words, “The 
petunia grower must have high ideals of 
beauty and an artist's perception. He must 
have ‘clean hands and a pure heart.’ He 
must be willing to be painstaking, accurate 
and methodical. He must be quick to de 
tect variation for correction or improve. 
ment. He must be content for small re- 
turns in comparison with the amount of 
his labor. But the delight of the artist 
working with brush and pallette can be at 
least approximated by the work with the 
little tweezers, which carrying the selected 
anther to the chosen seed-bearing plant, 
multiplies in seed and brings forth beauty 
such as had scarcely entered into the 
thought of man.” 


Treasured Hearts. 
It is said that before the Russians left 
Warsaw they sent away from that city one of 
its most precious relics, the heart of Chopin, 


which had been kept in a casket in the 


Church of the Holy Cross since 1849. It is 
now in a place of safety at Moscow. 

Shelley's heart was also preserved in 3 
casket. When the poet was drowned off 
Leghorn in 1822 his body was cremated by 
Byron, Leigh Hunt, and Trelawny, and his 
heart rescued from the flames by the last 
named. — 

When King Robert Bruce of Scotland died 
in 1329 his heart, too, was preserved in a 
casket. It was given to his friend, Sir 
James Douglas, to be buried in Jerusalem. 
On his way out to Palestine, Sir James fell, 
fighting against the Moors, and as he fell 
he threw the precious relic before him in the 
_battlefield, crying out, “Now, pass onward 
as thou wert wont, and Douglas will follow 
thee or die.” The heart was found the next 
day by Sir Simon Leigh, who brought it 
back to Scotland, where it was buried in the 
monastery of Melrose.

In Europe 
nearly every family has a pig or two, 
and the pigs help to keep down the 
cost of living as well as adding to the 
income of the average family. 

As population becomes denser in the 
United States in proportion to area, 
every farmer will have his pig or two, 
also a little flock of sheep. The sheep 
will give an opportunity of letting the 
land rest while it is grazed every few 
years, which will stop the exhaustion 
of; the soil. Indeed, a field pastured 
one year in three will yield about as 
much in the other two years of cereal 
as in three years of continual cropping. 


In Onion is Strength. 


8 ie patriotic motto of many a Cali- 
fornia rancher,is, “In onion is 
strength.” The onion has been strong 
enough to lift manv a cumbrous and 
burdensome mortgage which was 
weighing down a patch of the fertile 
acreage of our beloved State. 

People can get along.without onions, 
but they won't. They cry for them. 
They cry with them. They cry about 
them. Even every film studio must 
have its onion to inspire the slow and 
reluctant tear. 

‘So it is that, so far as the joyous 
farmer is concerned, the onion is a 
substantial and certain crop. The on- 
ion is as staple as the omnipresent po- 
tato or the all-pervading bean. For 
some months past the supply of onions 
has not kep® pace with the demand. 
Almost we have known the pangs o 
an onion famine. The poor Hunga- 
rians have had to sometimes brew 
their savory mess of goulash with a 
short ration of onions. Suffering citi- 
zens who sobbed for onions in their 
soup were often forced to go unfla- 
vored to their couches. The hapless 
Irishman was compelled to take his 
stew without its customary tang. The 
potatoes of Lyons sometimes lacked 
their pregnant spicing. - 

There is the tale of the fortune hunt- 
er who called upon a wealthy widow 
after dining copiously on onions: With 
his breath densely: impregnated with 


eau de Bermuda he exhaled the im- 


pression of vast wealth. Such a dower 
of absorbing fragrance could only be 
associated with millions. 

So they were married, and now they 
are raising a lot of little Spanish onions 
of their own. 

There was the man who went to the 
barber shop with his jowls saturated 
with the penetrating perfume, that 
comes from Danvers. The barber not 
only shaved him for nothing, but ten- 
dered a dime for his share of the en- 
tertainment. He said that he had not 
had an onion in his otherwise happy 


home for three months. 


Ranchers and gardeners who had 
onions, those who have them and 
those who are about to have them are 


all in easy circumstances. The onion 


makes a rather easy and safe crop to 
handle and market. It is not as exact 
ing in the matter of soil and water as 
many other offerings of the seed cata- 
logue, but if it is treated kindly in the 
way of irrigation and cultivation it re- 
sponds with lavish largess. 

The season’s onion crop from the 
dinky little station of Thermal, on the 
Southern Pacific road, aggregates over 
400 cars, and passengers on the line 
come out on the platform and take off 
their hats as they pass through the 
town. These onions are reared to 
manhood on about 400 acres of culti- 
vated and irrigated land in and imme- 


diately about Thermal. That means

practically a car to the acre, and there 
are about 400 sacks of the odorous 
bulbs to a car. Four hundred sacks, 
400 acres and 400 cars show that the 
Onion raisers are in the “four hun- 
dred.” When a man can draw down 
some 2000 silver medallions of the 
Goddess of Liberty in exchange for a 
carload of onions garnered from an 
acre of his soil he comes nearly being 
in the plutocrat class. 


If a party can get a chunk of our 
fertile soil with water on the same at 
an outlay of less than 200 bones an 
acre, and then pull-off a $2000 crop in 
less than six months, it is a sign that 
a farmer is the noblest work of God. 
The Coachella Valley onion crop for 
the season runs nearly 1000.cars. This 
means that the great American people 
are coughing up a couple of million 
plunks to prove that the onion indus- 
try is not a skin game. And this is 
only one small section of our peerless 
State. When some reckoning is made 
of the beans, beets, potatoes and other 
so-called garden crops, an acre or so 
of California soil seems like mighty 
good stuff. 

If virgin soil can pay for itself four 
or five times over in the first six 
months of cultivation, farm mortgages 
will soon go a-glimmering. 

This also is in a country where it is 
right easy to figure on two crops a 
year.

ANY matter-of-fact folk are prone to

The 
words are often confounded even in human 
minds, and one used where the other should 
be.

Pride is a man’s vice, if such it can be 
called, and only great men usually are proud. 
The little fellow is conceited about every- 
thing he has and everything he does. Then 
you are often proud of things you ought to 
be ashamed of, and some of you are ashamed 


of things that you might well be proud of. 


Pride is a virile quality. You remember 
what Cardinal Wolsey said when he advised 
his friend Cromwell to dvoid pride: “By 
that sin the angels fell.” 

Well, your Eagle is proud, prouder of be 
ing an American Eagle than any peacock of 
his tall that ever spread that rainbow ap- 
pendage in the sunlight anywhere on earth.

You have been in actual war now for weeks 
past, and so far there has not been an out- 
break anywhere against enemies residing in 
the country.

the throne of grace on high. 

These are little matters compared with 
acts which have come to your Bagle’s ears. 
Here is one story coming out of Mexico. A 
family of Spaniards residing in that so-called 
republic had been loyal to the Mexican gov- 
ernment as far as human nature could de. 
Under the laws of the country they had ac- 
quired large property holdings which they 
had developed, making them very rich. 
They owned a beautiful house, sumptuously 
furnished, and on the night in which the act 
about to be related occurred the whole 
family were assembled in the drawing-room 
at some peaceable avocation, enjoying music 
and other entertainment. All at once a 
great commotion was heard out In the yard, 
and before the family could go to the door 
a crowd rumanly soldiers broke into the 
house. were government troops, too, 
under Mr. Carranza, the President of the re- 
public, who ordered the whole family-out 
of the house just as they were, not permit- 
ting a Woman to get a wrap or a man a coat. 
Then they looted the house, destroying every 
bit of art, every object of luxury in the 
premises. The house was the scene of brutal 
carousing, drunkenness.and gluttony. The 
piano, an instrumént built into the wall at 
great expense and therefore incapable of 
removal, was chopped to pieces with an ax. 
When this gang of. soldiers finished the 
whole premises were a common wreck. 

This was bad, but a mild story compared 
with the one that follows: Readers of The 
Times will recall, months ago, a proposition 
to bring a lot of Belgian children over from 
the war-torn districts of their native land 
to America where they might be clothed and 
fed properly. A lady in New York told the 
commission she would take two boys into 
her family, adopt them, and bring them up 
as her own children. When the ship ar- 
rived, two little waifs were marched up to 
the door of the lady's house, and their ap- 
pearance made her heart sick. Each wes 
little more than a baby, yet one of these 
victims of Teutonic hate had both his eyes 
punched out, while the other had both hands 
chopped off. Your Eagle has refused to be- 
lieve such tales about the German people, 
and has attributed them to a desire to do 


the race injury in the n t Americans. 
But since the German army began to retreat 
from France, verified accounts of vandalism 
have reached the Eagle's ears in such num- 
bers and so outrageous that he is forced to 
believe almost anything told of the brutality 
resulting from hate on the part of the bel- 
ligerents of this European conflict. 

Do you think anything of that kind could 
happen in America or be committed by an 
American anywhere on earth? Your Bagle 
does not think so. Indeed he knows that it 
could not occur, and so does every Amer- 
ican in the land who knows the sentiment of 
his own heart know perfectly well that such 
a thing would be impossible at the hands of 
any American. But we do not have to rely 
upon theory or presumption in this case. 
Facts nation-wide go to establish the truth 
of our conjecture. During the couple of 
months that we have been at war with Ger- 
many, not a single case of outrage has 
come to the public ears committed by any 
American on any of the enemy race in the 
country. Government and people are united 
in the determination that every man of 
enemy race in the country shall be just as 
safe in war time as before it. No more is 
required of any German, although there is 
actual war between his country and ours, 
than before hostilities broke out. All he has 
to do is to behave himself, obey the laws of 
the country, and he is safer in New York, 
Chicago or Los Angeles than he would be in 
Berlin, Dresden or, Frankfort. Not only the 
person of every German is protected in war 
time as in peace, but he is safe in the posses- 
sion and enjoyment of every dollar's worth 
of property he is lawfully possessed of. Here 
in our own beloved Los Angeles persons of 
German birth whose hearts are warm in 
their adhesion to their native country meet 
friends of American birth on the street, and 
their relations are just as cordial as ever. 

These are the facts that make your Eagle's 
heart swell with pride; and well they may. 
He believes that it would be possible in no 
country except America, and surely it is a 
proud record for American civilization.

IN THE LAUNDRY. 
Care of an Electric iron. 


{Buffalo News:] A subscriber writes us 
that her electric iron in the third year of its 
service is requiring so much more current 


frequent any place which is not quiet and 
secluded. This privacy, so desirable to the 
garden for other reasons, can best be se- 
cured by heavy border plantings of trees 
and shrubs. 

(2.) Food: Many of these trees and 
shrubs bear fruits which the birds find edi- 
ble. It is easy to make up a list of such 
food-bearing plants and to compose the gar- 
den planting scheme largely of such spe- 
cies. Other feeding is necessary, espe- 
clally in winter, but the shrub borders will 
help. 


Water and Boxes, 


(3.) Water: This is perhaps the one 
best lead. Birds need water for drinking 
and bathing; and will haunt the pool which 
offers them the best liquid accommoda- 
tions. Here again the needs of the birds 
coincide with the best interest of the gar- 
den 


(4.) Nesting boxes: A number of differ- 
ent kinds of birds readily accept good nest- 
ing boxes when tactfully offered them. 
Such boxes, too, cap be made ornamental 
to the garden. They may be home made 
or store bought. Their design and loca- 
tion is a matter requiring some special 
study. 


THE COLD BATH. 
Room Comfortably Warm. 


[Ladies’ World:] For cold bathing, or 


for any bathing indoors, the room should 


be comfortably warm. It is better to fore- 
go a cold bath altogether than to take one 
in a room where the temperature is so 
low that it is difficult to recuperate. Next, 
be sure that you yourself are thoroughly 
warm, This does not mean that you should 
be overheated, for under such circum- 
stances you should be more than ever care- 
ful not to become chilled, either through 
reckless bathifNg or any other exposure. 
But you should be so thoroughly warmed 
that the thought of cold water upon the 
skin will appeal to you. There is nothing 
so refreshing and gratifying as a cold tub 
or shower under the right conditions. That 
is why it is usually in order immediately 
after vigorous exercise, for the body is then 
warm and the circulation active. 


Perfect Reaction Necessary. 


to do the same work that she can hardly —— 


afford to use it. This is very possibly due 
to a serious overheating of the iron at some 
time, or it may be that the heating-ele- 
ment is legitimately worn out after three 
years of hard service. In any event it 
should be fitted with a new heating ele- 
ment or a new iron purchased. It is not 
possible to forecast accurately the life of 
the heating element in an electric appli- 
ance. A five-year guarantee on irons is 
common, while at least one firm has 
adopted a broad policy of an unlimited 
guarantee. Much depends upon the user, 
of course, who can do a great deal tp pro- 
long the usefulness of the iron. The most 
serious mistake one can make is to allow 
the heating element to overheat. To 80 
away for some time, even with the iron 
safely resting on a stand, but with the cur- 
rent on, means disaster to the iron heating 
element. 


fo Not Leave Turned On. 


Do not turn on the current and leave it 
on from the beginning until the end of the 


time the device is in use. Take out the 
lighter things without 


plug and iron the 
current. Do not overheat the iron by leav- 
ing the current: on while the fron is not in 
use. Keep the attachment cord untwisted 
and smooth. When not in use, fold in gen- 
erous coils and lay flat in a drawer. Do 
not hang on a hook or nail. Never turn 
on the current at the lamp-socket snap 
switch. These switches are made for 
lamps and are not intended to carry the 
large amount of current required by the 
fron. They occasionally “arc,” and the fin- 
gers may be burned by the short circuit. 
Use the plug attachment instead, or the 
switch on the iron when one is provided.

Perfect reaction or recuperation is the 
first essential.

FOR THE HOUSE PLANT. 
Care of the Fern. 


{Woman's Home Companion:] Almost 
everyone is fond of ferns. The Boston fern 
with its long graceful fronds is the most 
popular variety, but the whitmani deserves 
to be more generally appreciated. Its 
fronds are finely divided, graceful, and 
feathery. The holly ferns are also excel- 
lent house plants, but one must be particu- 
larly careful to give them good drainage 
and when watering not to fill the crown, 
or the leaves will decay at the base. There 
are the maiden-hair ferns which are beau- 
tiful, but hard to grow successfully in the 
house. And do not forget the fern-dishes 
and fern-balls which are very decorative. 
Essentially shade-loving, ferns should re- 
ceive little or no sunshine. They need an 
even temperature, which should never go 


below fifty-five degress at night and about 


ten to fifteen degrees higher during the 
day. Another essential is good drainage 
and plenty of water at the roots. The soll 
should always be moist, not wet, but it 
must never be allowed to become dry, or 
your fern will be ruined. 


The Common Rubber Plant. 


The common rubber plant is often seen, 
but there is a variety, not so well known, 
called ficus pandurata, or fiddle-leaved 
rubber plant, which is more attractive and 
is just as easy to grow as the common 
variety. Its blunt leaves are shaped like 
the head of a fiddle, whence its name. This 
plant needs a rich soil, and should be wa- 
tered liberally in summer, spring and fall, 
but less in the winter. Keep the leaves 
clean, and apply fertilizer frequently. Good 
light, but little sun, suits it best. If scale 
should attack it, treat with kerosene emul- 
sion,

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EE HUMAN BODY: ITS CARE, USE AN DABUSE_ 
Aids to Good Health. By C. F. 


Want to teach you to love yarrow tea—all 
ye who are sick at 


the dried form when — cannot botanically 
identify it and go out and gather it for your- 


self. lt costs you 5 cents an ounce. You'll: 


need six ounces or more to cure the average 
cold. You make a tea of the herb in the fol- 
lowing fashion: Put one-quarter of an ounce 
of the yarrow in a cup; pour on boiling wa- 
ter; let the brew steep for ten minutes; 
drain off the liquor from the leaves; sweeten 
with wild honey, and drink one cupful before 
retiring at night, another cup of the tea be- 
fore breakfast in the morning and still an- 
other during the day before the mid-day 
meal. 

Sweeten only with wild honey—not the 
pale anemic honey made by bees that are 
fattened on nothing but sickly sugar water. 
That sort of honey is worse than none at 
all. Always use the wild honey in sweeten- 
ing herb teas. If you cannot get it at the 
stores walk out into the country for it. The 
walk will do you good, and you probably 
are lazy anyway; otherwise you would not 
have a cold. 

I will not say that the yarrow route is 
the only way to cure a cold, but it is a con- 
venient method, a certain remedy for influ 
enzas if taken according to directions and 
if one is patient the while and grants him- 
self some rest as a part of the cure. The 
best way to cure a cold is never to get one, 
but that requires more courage and will 
power than the average sovereign citizen 
possesses. 

I have cured hundreds of colds (in others) 
with the yarrow tea, and everyone who has 
employed it now swears by it and is grate- 
ful beyond words to me. 

The licensed physicians prescribe sharp 
drugs from coal tars for colds, and they can- 
not tell you how their drugs cure a cold. 
They cannot describe the quo modo of the 
cure, largely because they know little or 
nothing, or refuse to learn anything, and be 
instructed, on what they themselves call 
the “etiology of a cold.” A cold is a greater 
puzzle to our physicians than rheumatism

It is a disorder and a crime of 
the human being who overloads his stom- 
ach with a thousand and one substances 
that belong in the garbage can rather than 
in the vitals. A cold is a symptom of a dis- 
ease that is general through every part of 
your body. It is a symptom of the fact that 
you are full of mucus, full of filth, slime, 
effete matters and what not that will or 
must out—else you die. Some persons pre- 
fer to carry this stuff around with them and 
brag about it; they veritably wallow in 
filth. For instance, the great French nov- 
elist, Alfonse Daudet. He used to brag that 
he was proud of his neuralgia and neuras- 
thenia. They are useful to him in his liter- 
ery art. 

But I take for granted that readers of 
the Los Angeles Times turn to this depart- 
ment of the magazine to get pointers on 
health; so I advise them one and all not 
only to elide filth and effete substances from 
their stricken bodies, but to stop putting 
any more of the same stuff in their stom- 
achs, whence it gets into their blood and 
thence to all parts of the body. 

So much for a cold! It is a simple thing— 
but, at the same time, a very dangerous 
thing. 
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The error of the physician, when you 80 
to him to unload your cold, is 
He sees only the cold. He regards it as and 


you and your habits and experiences. He 
sees only the cold. But there is no such 
thing. He overlooks entirely the sick man 
who stands before him, for I say in fewest 
and strongest words that when you have a 
cold you are sick all over, from head to 
foot; every part and organ and function of 
your body is involved in the cold. If the 
cold happens to affect your throat, your 
lungs, your kidneys or some other organ 
more severely than any other part of the 
body, that means simply this: 

Nature is trying to shake it off through 
the agency of those organs. The blood 
rushes thence; the mucus is piled there. 
The organ swells and overworks. Over- 
work spells heat. You get the fever, which 
is the concomitant of every cold. Then 
you load up on poisons called drugs. Your 
organs, already weakened, can scarcely take 
care of the cold itself, let alone the added 
stuff. And the result is in many instances 
that you don't get well very fast, and some 
of you don't get well at all. 

So remember the yarrow. Remember 
also that there are ways of sweating a cold 
from your body. But this does not refer to 
the Turkish bath, which is radical and, 
therefore, dangerous. 

Later along I shall describe

a way that you can save even the cost of

Dangers of the Meat Diet. b 


Until a short time before the war broke 
out in Europe the Austrians were buying 
nearly all their pork from the Serbs. The 
Serbs raised many hogs and conducted a 
large business with the Austrians.

Then 
came the great war. 
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Cuts, Wounds, Lacerations. 


Don't get into a panic every time you cut 
your hand, or jab a needie into your finger, 
or scratch your wrist on a nail or a book. 
Just let it bleed. The blood need not scare 
you. Maybe you have too much in you 
anyway and it might do some good to let a 
little of it flow out. The blood delivers its 
own antiseptic to the wound. It is the 
strongest and best antiseptic in the world. 
And you cannot synthesize ft in the chemical 
laboratory, or In the apothecary shop. Let 
the wound bleed as profusely as it will. 

Then, presuming it to be a cut finger, let 
the water from the hydrant, run into the 
wound. Let the water wash out the wound. 
Let the water flow long and well and freely 
into the wound. Five minutes wit do no 
harm. You will find that after the red blood 
has ceased to flow a sort of glutinous mass 
will form over the wound. This is the best 
thing in the world for the wound. Let the 
white substance solidify into a scab. Do not 
bind or wrap the wound at all. Let the air 
get to it In a day or so, unless you are 
otherwise in very bad condition, the wound 
wil] have heated. 

It is all nonsense to immerse the finger 
in boiling hot water as some persons recom- 
mend “to draw out the poison.” 

In the first place it is highly probable that 
no poison entered the wound; and that if 
any did the running water washed it out. 

The hot water injures the finger and is 
uncomfortable. 

Cold water as it runs through the hydrant 
is good enough. And even if there are 60, 
000,000 germs in the pint of running water, 
you need not worry. 

It is folly to immerse the finger in per- 
oxides of hydrogen and mercury and both 
may do more harm than good. The peroxide 
of hydrogen as a rule literally cooks the 
flesh of the wound and may cause a worse 
disorder than the wound itself. „ 

Put more faith in water. Water wears 
away the stone and it will wear and wash 
away the impurities of a wound—provided 
any are there. 

In case you run a splinter, or a sliver, in 
your flesh, dig it out with a clean needle or 
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pin, or tear the wound open with your well 
washed nails, extract the foreign substance 
and let water flow into the wound. 

It is well sometimes to open even a fes- 
tered wound, to extract the sliver, and then 
wash the wound under the hydrant. 

This information ought to be appreciated 
keenly by the men who shave themselves 
with the old fashioned razors and who are 
wont occasionally to jab the razor into the 
flesh. 

In all of which cases let the wound bleed 
and wash out well with cold water. If the 
cold water offends, it may be warmed and 
used in the same way, But it need not be 
hot. 

Tf your barber cuts you with his razor and 
then reaches for the fiery pencil to rub on 
and into the wound the first thing to do is 
this: 

Knock the barber down. 

That so called dseptic pencil of his is @lth 
from one end to the other. 

As a matter of self-preservation you ought 
to put the barber out of business before he 
puts you out. 

Most of the damage arising from wounds 
inflicted in barber shops comes not so much 


from the wound, or the razor, as from the % 5 


aseptic and antiseptic pencils that the bar- 
bers have ever within easy reach. 

After you have shaved yourself, or have 
permitted the barber to shave you, wash 
your face in plain cold water. The effect is 
electrical, All the oxygen you need on the 
face, pained and fiery from the close shave, 
is contained in the water as it fows from 
the hydrant. The hot towel application, in 
vogue in barber shops, is all too cruel. It 
does more damage than good. Cold water is 
best; but if the cold water offends it may be 
warmed until it is tepid, or the temperature 
of the body itself. 


Do not permit the barbers to cut those t 


hairs out of your ears. Those hairs are 
very necessary and never wunornamental. 
They enable you to hear faint sounds. They 
keep dust and other foreign objects out of 
your ear. A spider or a bug will never enter 
the ear cavities so long as hair is growing 
at the opening of the ear. The moment an 
insect, lands on one of those hairs you know 
he is there. And all you need to do is to 
reach up and get him; for he is already en- 
meshed in the skein and cannot enter.

To instantly relieve passive nervousness 
and hysteria, due in many cases to gas and 
flatulence, disordered digestion, use a little 
rue.

It is a garden herb 
and the officia) name for it is Ruta gra- 
veolens,” by which mame you should ask 
for it at the drug store. 

The powdered root of valerian is also 
good for nervousness and hysteria, but 
valerian should be taken in very small 
doses. Lots of men suffering from nervous- 
ness and hysteria after a long carousal re- 
lieve themselves with valerian. 

Women disposed to nervousness and hys- 
teria should always have a little rue with 
them. 


To Cure Red Noses. 
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One way to cure red nose is to stop 
drinking alcohol. But all red noses are not 
caused by drinking spirituous liquors. In- 
deed, the most of them are caused by faulty 
diet. And I see as Many women on our 
streets with red noses as men. The ladies 
love to rub fats and greases and special 
preparations on the noses in a vain attempt 
to cure them. But the more they rub, the 
redder their noses get. There is no quick 
cure for red nose. No matter what drugs 
they take and how much fat and grease and 
ointment the women rub on their noses, 
they win never make them white. There 
are two positive and radical cures for red 
nose as caused by improper food and diet. 
One is to have a surgeon cut off the nose. 
But the ladies may need their proboscidea 
when they snoop around, going through 
their husbands’ pockets for evidence. The 
other radical and positive cure for their red 
noses is the fruit, nut, vegetable, grain diet.

The mighty river below us was 
explored by Hernando de Soto about fifty 
years after Columbus discovered America, 
It was 235 years ago that the Frenchman, 
La Salle, came from Quebec down the Mis- 
sissippi and claimed all the land washed by 
the “Father of Waters” for King Louis XIV 
of France. It was he who named this vast 
territory Louisiana, and thus gave us the 
title of the greater part of the west which 
we bought of Napoleon Bonaparte in 1803

You 
have read of the growth of New Orleans, 
bow for generations it has been the greatest 
lt of the Far South, and how it is even 
mow one of the richest and gayest towns of 
the hemisphere.

there will be a seventeen mile 


for the cheap handling of cotton, and look- 
ing up and down the great river, which, like 
a mighty yellow boa constrictor, winds its 
way through the city, are wharves, docks 
and warehouses constructed by the municl- 
pality and operated for consumers at a mini- 
mum cost. If you will look closely at the 
expanse of buildings below you may see two 
iron bands which girdle the heart of New 
Orleans. Trains are flying along them and 
they connect with the many systems of rail- 
roads that come down to this gateway to 
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the ocean. That is the Public Belt Railway, 
which was constructed by the citizens in 
order to reduce freights and bring about the 
economic handling of goods. Before it was 
established every carload of freight that 
was delivered or transferred cost from $8 to 
$22. Today any car from any road may be 
brought right to the warchouse or store of 
the consumer along the eleven miles of 
this track at a cost of only $2. Further on 
I will show you something of the enormous 
reductions which are made by the ware- 
houses and by the big cotton and grain es- 
tablishments right under our feet. 

But first let us take a took over New Or- 
leans. It extends for miles back from the 
river, which here runs in a great crescent 
about the heart of the city. The buildings 
cover almost as much ground as Chicago. 
They are spread out over a great flat plain, 
the most of them lying between the river 
and Lake Pontchartrain. The city is grad- 
ually crawling toward the lake. The swamps 
are being redeemed, and within a short time 
boulevard 
running along the embankment of that mag- 
nificent body of water. : 

The city of New Orleans is more beautiful 
from: an acropiane than most other Amer- 
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ican municipalities. Tt has but few sky- 
scrapers, and the main thoroughfares, some 
of which are more than 200 feet wide, have 
a broad strip of green in the center, through 
which the electric cars run. The residence 
section has many beautiful gardens filled 
with date palms and other tropical trees, and 
it is only in the old French quarter that the 
houses are crowded along narrow streets, 
with galleries running from block to block. 
The New Orleans of the future will prob- 
ably have more large buildings. The founda- 


tions of the city have been changed by the into them. 
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| 
municipal improvements of sewerage and 
drainage. Only a few years ago, the ground 
upon which the city is built was soaked to 
the grass roots. The level of the town is 
below that of the surface of the Misgissippi, 
and the floods often came over and made 
the place somewhat like Venice. A big rain 
sent rivers running some of the 
streets. The ground contained so much 
water that cellars could not be built, and 
the water supply was in cisterns, above 
ground. In the cemeteries all the graves 
were above the surface, and the whole city 
seemed to float, as it were, on a swamp. 

Today, New Orleans is like the city 
founded upon a rock. It Is “bone dry” as 
far as the ground upon which it stands is 
concerned. Its people have an immense

drainage system, consisting of more that 
fifty miles of main low-level] canals, inte 
which the water runs from a network o 
tiles so distributed that a four-inch rain- 
fall, such as would drown most other cities, 
disappears almost as soon as it drops. The 
level of the city is such that the water has 
to be pumped out of the canals into other 
high-level canals, which carry it off into 
Lake Pontchartrain. There are twenty miles 
of such canals, and there are seven great 
pumping stations which lift the water up

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PROBLEMS, BOOKS AND EGG PRESERV —

0 ITH a constant increase in the price 
in- of everything he buys the poultry 
es. farmer is quite apt to wonder 
‘he “where he is at.” Eggs may be ruling 
1as a above average normal prices at this time 
ler as compared to ruling figures in years past; 
ato but in comparison to his feeding costs and 
les maintenance, hen fruit is ruling low. Un- 
pat der such conditions wit.and wisdom must 
— be exercised to overcome prevailing eco- 


nomic conditions. And right here is where 
initiative and good business practice may 
be practiced to good advantage. But how 
ean it be done? That depends somewhat 
on condition and local environment gov- 
erning every poultry plant. . Broadly, how- 
ever, a few leaders or ideas are here sug- 
gested with the hope that they will do 
“some good.” 

In the first place, it will not pay to get 
unnecessarily excited; it is a time to sit 
tight and think calmly; survey the situa- 
tion with judgment, and after doing so find 
that you are feeding a few drones, that 
here and there is an “off” pullet and an 
ancient hen, cull them out of the flock 
either for the butcher or the family din- 
ner. On the contrary, do not dispose of 
any good laying hens and prospective pro- 
ducing pullets. With meat, milk, butter 
and cereal foods advancing in price there 

ould be a corresponding increase in hen 

it and table poultry. If you do allow 

e microbe of epprehension and the bac- 
teria of doubt get into your gray mat- 
ter, for heaven sake don't rush your stock 
on the market while the other fellow is 
doing the sathe thing; study conditions, 
and try and move your product at an op- 
portune time. Grow all the feed you can 
on every available bit of ground at your 
disposal; particularly your green stuff. 
Some advocate sprouted oats in place of 
other grains—a suggestion that is good as 
far as it goes; but the green food can be 
increased quite materially, “especially al- 
falfa, all of which reduces the normal grain 
ration. Good sanitation, and especially a 
constant fight against vermin, will prove 
economical. One cannot feed hens and lice 
at a profit. We are in abnormal times, 
with a prospect of high prices in all prod- 
ucts, to which eggs and carcass will prove 
no exception. Indeed, it would not sur- 
prise us to see hen fruit selling at 5 cents 
apiece within the near future. Not for a 
quarter of a century has the “urge” been

Water Glass and Egg Preservation. 


A correspondent writes for specific in- 
formation on preserving eggs by the water- 
| glass method, which has been given in this 
department on more than one occasion dur- 
ing the past few years. In the jight of 
food conservation, however, it seems ad- 
if visable to republish. As a forewarning, 
let it be distinctly understood that eggs 
for purposes of preservation must be ab- 
solutely fresh (not more than two days’ 
old;) that preferably they should be infer- 
tile, hence in contemplating egg preserva- 
tion first remove the male bird from the 
hens that are to produce them; that the 
shells must de clean—cleaning solled hen 
fruit lessens its keeping quality; that the 
shells must be absolutely sound, even a 
very small crack is inimical to good re 
sults; that crocks make good retainers and

keep about two inches of water glass above 
the eggs. Cover the crock and place it in 
the coolest place available from which the 
crock will not have to be moved. Inspect 
the crock from time to time and replace 
any water that has evaporated with cool 
boiled water. 


* Possibly a word of caution on the use 
of preserved hen fruit will not be amiss. 
Remove as desired, rinse in clean, cold 
Water and use at once. For boiling they 
can be used up to about seven months in 
preservation, and should first have a tiny 
hole pricked into the large end with a nee- 
dle to obviate cracking. They are satis- 
factory for frying four to six weeks later, 
but from that time on until the end of the 
usual storage period, usually twelve 
months, they can be used for omelettes, 
scrambled eggs, custards, cakes and gen- 
eral cookery. As the eggs age, the white 
becomes thinner and is harder to beat. 
The yolk membrane becomes more dell 
cate and it is correspondingly dificult to 
separate the whites from the yolks.

A Pacific Coast Poultry Book. 


Among recent books to appear treating 
on poultry culture none will make a wider 
nor a stranger appeal to Pacific Coast 
breeders than James Dryden's (professor 
of poultry husbandry at the Oregon Agrt- 
cultural College) “Poultry Breeding and 
Management,” a volume of some 400 pages, 
which covers the subject intelligently and 
is essentially written for the commercial 
poultryman rather than the fancier. It has 
been said that the time to publish books 
is when books are in good demand; and 
certainly at no period of our rural economy 
has practical information on all kinds of 
farm operations been quite so keen as it 
is right now. With this awakening of in- 
terest in land cultivation and crops there 
is an ever-increasing desire for reliable in- 
formation bearing on the practical prob- 
lems of economic. production. infor- 
mation, as applied to our coastal poultry 
conditions, is better and more completely 
supplied in Prof. Dryden's book than any 
other volume now on the market. In his 
treatment of the subject he has drawn 
freely on California poultry experience, 
particularly as it has been developed in the 
Petaluma district, and also on some of the 
larger and successful poultry plants in 
Southern California. Chapters of special 
force and significance to commercial breed- 
ers are “Problems of Higher Fecundity,” 
“Systems of Poultry Farming,” “Housing of 
Poultry,” and “Fundamentals of Feeding.” 
The basic principles of artificial incubation 
and brooding, diseases and remedies, char- 
acteristics of breeds, etc., are all full and 
complete, but not necessarily radically dif- 
ferent from much of the literature avail- 
able on these topics. It is in its economic 
and practical phases that Prof. Dryden's 
book possesses its greatest values. No one, 
whether a novice or an old experienced 
hand at the game, but will learn much of 
value in a careful perusal of its meaty and 
satisfying advice and suggestions.

numbers of fowl may be limited so this 
supply will form a larger portion of the 
total poultry feed cost. 

People in the cities, towns and suburbs 
can easily maintain a home supply of lay- 
ing hens at little cost, and for egg produc- 
tion are advised to keep no dead-head 
males. After the hatching season, a male 
bird becomes an additional cost. 

On many farms the production of poul- 
try is largely a by-product. Poultry destroy 
bugs and insects which usually menace the 
farmers’ crops, but which have a food 
value; chickens also consume seeds, weeds, 
grass, scattered and wasted grains after 
harvest, which under farm conditions pro- 
duces the cheapest of all meat products. 

Poultry breeders should send to the State 
Agricultural College at Berkeley for spe- 
cial poultry bulletins issued free to all resi- 
dents of this State. 


Town folks are urged to keep a dozen 
hens in the back yard. A piano box will 
make a sufficient house; feed the table 
scraps, lawn clippings and garden waste.

There has recently been introduced to 
Boutherd California from Florida a new 


Orange that should strongly appeal to the 


city garden owner and him who desires 
to have a show of fruits throughout the 
year. It is called the Lue Gim Gong, 
named for a Chinaman whe fi/st discovered 
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its excellence in Florida. It is said to be 
much like the Valencia Late, but better, 
which is going some, to say the least. It 
is further stated that it will hang on the 
tree until picked, even to two or three 
years. As an orange deteriorates if not 
picked when ripe the only virtue in the 
last named qualification is that it makes 
a fine garden disjlay. This new variety 
will doubtless be quite generally planted. 
in small numbers until its value in Cali- 
fornia has been fully determined.“

Dianthus barbatus is the botanical name 
of the Sweet William and the writer knows 
a woman who calls her husband Will when 
he is normal and Dianthus barbatus when 
he is peevish.

Single and Double Flowers,

When a flower becomes double it is no 
longer a flower in the strictest sense for 
flowers must have floral organs, whereas 
an intensely double rose is little else than 
a bundle of petals; the reproductive or- 
Fans wre not present. The double flower 
must be, as a rule, propagated from buds 
or cultinga, The most marked exception 


is the case of stocks. The double stocks 

set no seeds and plants with double 

flowers are grown from seeds picked from 

plants having only single flowers. Sound 

queer, does it not? Yet, it is true. 


Carnation Culture. 


The culture of carnations far inland is. 


not advised unless the soil be free with- 
out being too sandy. One containing much 
humus is best for it should be very reten- 
tive of moisture. Near the coast appears 
to be the best location for commercial 
growth of the modern carnation and, in- 
deed, its wild ancestors were found in 
coastal districts yet growing in rocky up- 
land places in many parts of Europe. Car- 
nations seldom are harmed by cold, but do 
not thrive in dry heat.

What are Weeds? 


The question as to what are weeds has 
generally been answered by statements 
based on Webster's definition that a weed 
is a plant in the wrong place. But the 
writer believes this to be grossly incorrect. 
A plant in the wrong place is generally 
treated as a weed, no matter how valuable 
such plant may be in the right place, 
Whereas a true weed is a plant that, as 
far as we know, has no value. All plants 
we deem ornamental have a value. All 
plants useful to mankind, either directly 
or indirectly, have a value and are not, 
therefore, weeds, Wheat would be a weed 
did we not know its economic value either 
as food for ourselves or for our domestic 
animals. Therefore, all plants are classed 
as true weeds for which we have deter- 
mined no value.

Plashed Alleys. 


The plashed alley is a feature of the gar- 
den very common in England and some- 
what common elsewhere in Europe, but 
nearly unknown here. It also is known as 
the pleached alley. To add to the confusion 
the pleaches are often made of peaches, 
These alleys consist of trees grown in 
parallel rows and overarched at the top 
and the tips fastened together. It really 
forms a lengthened arbor of all living ma- 
terial. The lateral branches are all trained 
to grow along the direction in which the 


perm alley runs, or those growing toward the 


middie or outwardly are cut off. These 
alleys are more oftef of fruit trees than 
of ornamentals, though the effect in either 
is good. In a country of much sun, where 
one may walk in the garden every month 
of the year, the pleached alley has its 
uses. 

Madder for the Mad. 


For those who have gone daffy on the 
occupation of the garden by plants of eco- 
nomic value alone it is recommended some 
try the madder plant, Rubia _ tinctorum. 
The Bureau of Seed and Plant Introduction 
at Washington announces receiving a con- 
siderable lot of this seed from Franca, 
where the annual crop is of very consider 
able importance, In the cooler and damper 
climate ef England it is not a commercial 
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success, but in California it should thrive. 
The roots are the parts used for dye, but 
the tops are said to provide good fodder

One of the oldest border plants we have 
is a blue fescue grass, known generally 
as Festuca glanca, but a variety of F. ovina. 
It makes a good edging, especially if al- 
lowed to grow to full size. A short time 
ago the writer saw some panel beds in 
a formal garden where an edging had been 
made of fescue grass and the beds then 
plan ted to Kentucky blue grass. The whole 
was mowed as ordinary lawn, but the fes- 
cue grass overhung the paths and made a 
whitish-biue fringe about the edges that 
was very pleasing. 


Extent of Tree Roots. - 


There has been much discussion regard- 
ing the extent of tree roots as compared 
with the growth of top or branches, but 
there is no rule or experience by which 
one may judge of trees in general or trees 
of specific sorts. Climate, soil, water sup- 
ply, drainage, vigor of subject are but some 
of the factors governing root extension. 
Trees ten feet high send out roots fifty 
feet in every direction and doubtless trees 
may be found fifty feet high whose roots 
extend but ten feet horizontally from the 
parent trunk. 
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HAD long cherished a desire to visit the 
territory to the southeast of Bogota, 
and at last the time arrived, during the 

beight of the dry season, when it seemed 
Convenient for me to do so. | 

Hiring a mule to ride, another to carry 
the baggage, and a man to accompany me, 
I started out. Bogota lies at the eastern 
end of a plain, and at the foot of the range 
which separates it from the “regions be- 
yond,” which I wished to visit. “Beware 
the awful Boqueron,” was the note of warn- 
ing sounded in my ears before taking my 


departure from the city. The Boqueron 


(augmentative of “boca,” mouth) is the 


name given to the pass over the divide. 


This pass is about 1500 or 2000 feet higher 
than Bogota, which would make it 8000 feet 
or more above sea level, I was told that the 
Boqueron was an awfully chilly spot, that 
it rained there almost constantly, and that 
the wind blew there at times almost hard 
enough to knock a person over. Theré was 
also a rumor of robbers; Ali Baba and the 
forty thieves were liable to jump out of 
some ambush, somewhere beyond the Bo- 
queron, and haul and maul and rob the 
inoffensive traveler. We saw none of the 
gang, however—not but that there are 
thieves in Colombia, but they generally 
choose some other way of robbing a person. 
However, the awful Boqueron was not so 
awful, after all, the day we passed through 
it. True, as we climbed the ascent a chilly 
wind blew, and the clouds hung heavily 
over the pass; but as we reached the sum- 
mit the rain had gone, and so had the wind 
and the cold. The Boqueron was a fizzle, 
after all, and failed to live up to its repu- 
tation, just as some people fail to live up 
to theirs. Of course we were not sorry to 
find the Moqueron in a genial mood; it may 
be that he is a sort of combination of Dr. 
Jekyll and Mr. Hyde, and we happened to 
see him as he wore the smiling counte- 
mance of Dr. Jekyll. But we found him in 
a far different mood on our return. I had 
expected to get a grand view from the sum- 
mit, before descending into the valley, but 
Was disappointed; there was too much fog 
below us, which only dispersed after we had 


' @deseended a considerable distance. We 


parsed through Chipaque and on to Ca- 
qneza, where we remained for the night. 
We saw some splendid scenery, and evi- 
dencves of fertility down in the valleys. 

I have often been told, and have often 
read in Colombian newspapers, that Colom- 
bia is a very rich country, and I suppose 
it is, but who will explain the contradiction 
that in such a rich country you find such 
a poor people? I suppose that we met hun- 
dreds of people on that day's journey car- 
rying their products to Bogota to the mar- 
ket there; most of them barefooted and 
waikipg. me few riding, many driving 
laden animals, and many others carrying 
heavy burdens on their shoulders. Most of 
them were poorly-dressed, sad-looking peo- 
ple, to whom apparently life was a mere 
drudgery, a mere existence. -The Colom- 
bian is generally poor physically, too; but 
think that must be because of the lack of 
proper nutrition. Many of the upper crust 
of society, and of the substantial farming 
class, are pretty well filled out, in a physical 
sense, because they are well fed, but they

form a small minority. In many small Co- 
lombian villages you will see a large, fine 
house, surrounded by a number of hovels. 
The large house is the “hacienda,” and 
there you will find quite a few of the good 
things of life; in the hovels you will find 
next to nothing, in the eating line, and as 
far as furniture is concerned in many of 
said hovels, an American dollar would buy 
everything in sight and you would have 
change coming to you. 

I don’t think it would be correct to say 
that the Colombian is poor mentally; the 
great majority of Colombians are ignorant, 
because of the lack of educational facilities. 
Among the educated class are many men 
of bright intellects. 

The farfamed El Dorado was supposed 
to be located somewhere in this part of 
South America, I believe. To the average 
Colombian of the twentieth century El Do- 
rado is now located in the United States. 

In the country I passed through I found 
plenty of good, cheap food, and I found 
some cooks who knew how to spoil it in 
the cooking. A juicy cutlet is not so juicy, 
after all, if it is swimming in an ocean of 
grease, and fried eggs are not so appetizing 
if there is more fry than egg. In the face 
of such meals as these my appetite would 
sometimes be small, and the curtain would 
fall on act one with the disappearance of 
the maid-servant into the kitchen, bearing 
a number of almost untouched dishes, and 
the curtain would rise on act two, scene 
one, with the appearance of the cook emerg- 
ing from the kitchen, confused, blushing, 
red as a berry, and apologizing humbly for 
the poorness of the meal. It must be a 
terrible blow for a woman to have her 
cooking despised. It must be the unkind- 
est cut of all. One of the dishes they 
give you with the noonday meal in Coiom- 
bia is an egg, in any form you. like to have 
it. Now as no grease can be used with a 
boiled egg, I would generally ask for my 
egg in that form. In Colombia soft-boiled 
eggs are called “huevos tibies.” “Tibio” 
means lukewarm, but it means soft-boiled 
when you apply it to an egg. Let me say 
here, for the benefit of the uninitiated for- 
elgner traveling in Colombia, that when the 
attendant asks you if you would like your 
egg dio.“ just answer in the plural form, 
and say, “Si, tibios,” and make them clear- 
ly understand that you want a plural num 
der of eggs. 

Beyond Caqueza the scenery was truly 
grand, and we went along gradually reach- 
ing a lower altitude, a warmer climate, and 
a denser vegetation. One strip of the 
road, along which we traveled for several 
hours, was cut out of the side of the moun- 
tains, and in many parts we were right on 
the edge of a precipice. There are many 
spots where it would be awkward for one 
string of loaded mules to meet with an- 
other, but that does not often happen, as 
there are certain days in the week when 
the concourse of people is going to the mar- 
ket in Villavicencio, and other days re- 
turning from it. The little town of Que- 
tame les a little off the main road, so we 
did not pass through it. The second night 
we spent at a small ranch, situated by the 
roadside. The third day we went up and 
down, only occasionally more down than 
up, seeing some of the finest mountain 


scenery to be seen anywhere, and at night 
slept in a miserable shack, inferior to the 
one in which we had passed the previous 
night. On the morning of the fourth day 
from Bogota, about 10 o'clock, we reached 
Villavicencio, I may say, however, that 
our second day was really only half a day, 
as we did not leave Caqueza until late in the 
day. The distance from Bogota to Villa- 
vicencio is three short days, on muleback. 
The Colombian “jineto” would make it in 
less than that. 


Villavicencio, the end of our journey, is 


a small town of about 3000 inhabitants. It. 


is the capital of the intendencia of Meta, 
and is located just at the foot of the cor- 
dillera, and at the edge of the great plains. 
When you leave the town, going to Bogota, 
you have a steady climb of nearly two 
hours to gain the summit of the first range. 
From this summit 1 got my first view of 
the plains. It is a view perhaps hard to 
surpass anywhere. On the outward trip 
the view was much obscured by the smoke 
arising from the numerous fires where set- 
tlers were burning off brush, preparatory 
to planting. On my return I got a better 
view, for it had rained in the meantime and 
put out some of the fires, so there was not 
so much smoke. I had expected to see 
nothing but a dense forest, but I saw a 
number of cleared or open spots. 2 


It would hardly be correct, I suppose, to 
call that territory which lay before my 
eyes” the Hoya Amazonica, or Amazonian 
basin, which, strictly speaking, lies to the 
south; tbe territory in the vicinity of Vil- 
lavicen is watered by streams which 
empty into the Meta, and the Meta empties 
into the Orinoco. I felt something like a 
second Columbus, like a man who had dis- 
covered a new continent. About the half 
of Colombia is included in these plains, and 
yet there is no one there excepting a few 
thousand Indians and a few thousand set- 
ters. The bad climate is the great diffi- 
culty, but difficulties were made to be over- 
come. Cannot science, which achieved such 
a signal triumph on the Isthmus of Panama. 
achieve triumphs on an even larger scale 
throughout this great territory? Cultiva- 
tion would probably banish much of the 
miasma, and science could do the rest. I 
believe that the introduction of some Amer- 
ican push, capital and brains would work 
a wonderful transformation throughout this 
vast region. At present there it lies, im- 
mense, silent, solitary, uncultivated, as if 
waiting for some magician’s. wand to trans- 
form it into a veritable new world within 
the New World. In “Westward Ho” Charles 
Kingsley carries the hero of the book and 
his followers through this part of the world. 
I was told that there are lots of animals 
in the timber and jungle, and lots of ‘fish 
in the rivers, so that anyone who is fond 
of hunting and would like to get back to 
primitive conditions could just take along a 
gun and anrmunition, lose himself in the 
forest, and live on fish and game. I did 
not feel inclined to try the experiment, how- 
ever. Still in these days, when we hear 
so much about the increased cost of living, 
it looks as though something might be done 
to utilize these vast, untappéd resources. 
Especially is this worthy of consideration 
in view of European famine conditions. 


A NEW WORLD WITHIN THE NEW WORLD.

I cannot say, however, that it locked 


much like a new world to me when, on my 
way down to Villavicencio, I saw them 
plowing with a stick. It looked like a pretty 


old world, and I was carried back in im- 
agination almost to the times of Pharaoh. 
At Caqueza I hired fresh animals to carry 
us back to Bogota. A boy accompanied us 
to return the mules to the owner. The 
weather was threatening, and as we 
climbed the mountain, and before we 
reached the summit, it commenced to rain. 
Evidently the Boqueron was in the humor 
of Mr. Hyde. The scenery was grand, 
there was not a doubt about it, but no 
scenery looks very grand to me if I happen 
to be traveling over a rough, wet, slippery 
mountain road, as I was on this occasion, 
with my eyes glued to that strip of the 
Scenery just in front of the nose of the 
animal I was riding. Just beyond the sum- 
mit there were two roads; the main one, 
by which we had left Bogota; and a “short 
cut.“ along the mountainside. The “short 


cut,” I was informed, was just as good as 


the other, if not better; and then it was 
shorter; we would get to Bogota so much 
quicker that way. In an evil hour I deter- 
mined to take the “short cut.” It proved 
to be something like one of those “just-as- 
good” articles that you have allowed to be 
palmed off on you in the store in lieu of 
the article you really wanted and which 
you bought in haste, to repent- at leisure 
afterwards for having banght. 


We entéred gaily on this primrose path, - 


and at the commencement it seemed all 
right. But gradually the primroses grew 
scarcer and scarcer, and rocks began to 
take the place of flowers. The rain con- 
tinued to come down at intervals, until 
finally we found that the “short cut” was 
nothing but a composite mass of rocks and 
mud. What was not rocks was mud. What 
was not mud was rocks. There were all 
kinds of rocks, all shapes, all colors; black, 
white, gray, green, yellow rocks: square, 
round, oblong, triangular rocks. Then it 
was that we got a glimpse of the total de- 
pravity of the miserable cow-path we had 
chosen. I threw the blame of our mistaken 
choice upon my man, Elias; he in turn 
threw the blame on the boy. The miser- 
able parody of a road seemed almost to 
assume a voice, and say, “Now I've got you, 
its’s too late to turn back.”

Is it to be wondered at that there are 
some queer people in Colombia; fs it not 
rather a wonder that there are not more 
of them in a country with such villainous 
means of communication? Is it a wonder 
that revolutions are a common thing in 
such a country? A man might make a 
journey over such roads as I have attempt- 
ed to describe, and he might be a pretty 
decent sort of a chap as he starts out, and 
yet he might emerge at the other end of 
the journey quite a different sort of person.

FIELD NOTES. 

Some plants grow better in dark than 
sunshiny weather. This is partly accounted 
for by their use of sugary matters in the 
soil, For instance, in the light, corn, which 
loves sunshine, uses all the sugars, while 
with the light shut off only one form of 
sugar, the glucose, produces the best 
growth.

When fruit forms, the starch and sugar 
compounds formed in the plant leaves from 
the carbohydrates created from the ab- 
sorption of carbon from the air, pass to the 
fruit, taking the forms peculiar to the na- 
ture of the plant. In the wheat the carbon 
compounds largely return to the stalks as 
ripening of the grain proceeds. In the potato 
they go to the tuber when forming and take 
the final form of starch, remaining there. 
In the mangold beet they pass permanently 
as sugars to the root. The formation of 
these compounds develop in the leaf mostly 
from sunrise until about two hours after 
noon, after that moving to the fruit or root 
and not even importantly developing in the 
leaf.

It is found that more hogs are marketed 
by local dealer-shipvers than other classes of 
live stock, and calves, cattle and sheep fol- 
low in the order named. About one-half the 
beet cattle, two-thirds of the hogs, and four- 
fifths of the sheep and lambs marketed pass 
through the central markets (the public 
stockyards and packing centers;) one-third 
of the beef cattle, onetwelfth of the hogs, 
and one-eighth of the sheep and lambs are 
sold for slaughter; one-tenth of the beef 
cattle, one-third of the hogs, and one-twen- 
tieth of the sheep and lambs are slaughtered 
on farms and ranges. 

It is a point of interest to users of fer- 
tilizers to note that tests for measuring the 
influence of decomposition of organic fer- 
tilizer materials in the soil have shown that 
dried blood reaches its maximum decomposi- 
tion first, followed in order by animal tank- 
age and cottonseed meal. 

Bacteria are micro organisms so small 
they cannot be seen with the naked eye. 
They are alive and can be smashed, broken 
and killed by mechanical action. For in- 
stance, by grinding a soil teaming in bac- 
teria for twenty-four hours they can be all 
destroyed, so that a mechanical process if 
only for a few hours will partially sterilize 
a soil. Thus road dust taken from a high 
traffic vehicle roadway is partially or wholly 
sterilized. This reminds one of the expres- 
sion, “cultivating the life out of the soil.” ~ 

Attempts to lay down a rule for judging 
when a soll is fit to plow, and easiest 
plowed, by noting a fixed figure of moisture 
content, have usually failed. The reason for 
this is that the character of each soil, taken 
in conjunction with the climatic conditions, 
governs the cohesive properties of the soil 
to such an extent that the suitable moisture 
content of each soil must be considered. 
With this, however, the lime content and 
condition must be given full weight. 

The last reports prepared on the amount 
of gypsum mined in the United States 
showed a decrease of about 1 per cent. in a 
year, though there had been a large increase 
during the three preceding years. There 
was nevertheless a large increase in the 
amount sold for land plaster.

Legumes include all the pod producing 
plants, and among them now the soy bean is 
attracting attention.

A new lime-sulphur spray for scab and 
brown rot has been proven successful and is 
being advocated for peach trees in preter- 
ence to the self-boiled spray. It is prepared 
by sieve mixing eight pounds of fine flour of 
sulphur with four pounds of hydrated lime. 
For this amount make three gallons of glue 
solution by dissolving one half ounce of 
common ground glue to the gallon, using 4 
small quantity of hot water to dissolve the 
glue. Add slowly and stir all the glue solu- 
tion into the lime sulphur thoroughly. and 
then add fifty gallons of water, stirring con- 
tinually until a thin solution has been ob- 
tained. Arsenate of lead can be added to 
this, if desired, by making a thin solution 
with water before putting it in the mixture,

All except three 
of us and a corporal were either killed or 
wounded, and the corporal asked me if 1 
could lead them back. I did it, and re- 
ported to the company officer, who said he 
had received reports on which he was go- 
ing to recommend me for honors. A brave 
officer—reported from that very day as 
missing, as was the eutenant. 

We also went through the battle of St. 
Eloi, which lasted three weeks. We were at 
Hill 60 when it was blown up, and we 
remained in the trenches for twenty days, 
and after just one night out put in another 
forty-three days, which constitutes a record 
either in the French or British army for 
continual fire-trench work. We were even 
reduced to the necessity of sewing sandbags 
together to serve as a change of “linen.” 
When the hill went up it was a sight one 
can never forget, while the shelling of 
Yprés was more like a mighty firework dis- 
play than anything else. 

The first trenches I was in were only 
thirty-five yards from the Huns. We caught 
a squad of them working in the rear of 
their trench.

The Brass Hat is signalling now for us to 
go over and help bim off. Nobody pays any 
attention to those orders. He Wants to run 
‘things and get the U-boat himself, but we 
won't give him the chance. Later, we will 
tell him we didn’t sec his distress signals. 
Now, he tries to direct the procedure from 
where he is, but we are like a lot of hounds 
released from restraint. The one idea of 
our lives is to get that U-boat. x 

All of us have towing torpedoes out. 
These are bombs on long cables which are 
towed astern and sink to a certain specified 
depth. If the cable fouls anything at all, as 
the boat goes ahead, the bomb pulls up to 
it, and, when it bumps it, explodes. 

We are in line. Suddenly there is a crash 
and a roar just ahead of us. I am thrown 
off my feet. Barrels of water splash down 
into our cockpit and roll off the decks. The 
bow lifts itself clean for a second. I think 
that the submarine has blown us up. Per 
haps I am dead already. 


Then, we settle down again, and, except 
for a scared look on the faces of a couple 
of men and rather nervous, forced jests on 
the lips of others, we are ploughing ahead, 
just as before. 

Nothing has happened except the towing 
torpedo of the boat in front of us in the line 
fouled a submerged spar, or a bit of wreck- 
age, and exploded right under our bow. 
“If we had been a few yards closer, we 
would never have been there any more.” 

As we realized what had happened, our 
tongues were loosened, and, if the crew of 
the boat ahead could have heard what we 
said about them, we would have lost their 
friendship most assuredly.

If the principles which 
obtain on land, in the air or in the navy at 
large, existed in submarige warfare, we 
would have gone over to see if we could 
rescue any of the wounded, but it was a 
U-boat and we simply made sure that there 
was nothing left to the craft.

About where she went down, a quantity 
of gas and air bubbles were rising, and the 
dirty patch of oll was once more in evi- 
dence.

But our work is done. There is no Caubt 
now about the fate of the U-boat. It is not 
necessary fof one of the depth bombs 
actually to come in contact with the sub- 
merged craft to destroy it. When under wa- 
ter, a submarine’s rigidity ie multiplied. Its 
elasticity is next to nothing. An explosion 
as powerful as that of a depth bomb near it, 
is almost certain to cripple it if not destroy 
it. It is the same principle as that which 
kills fish in a pond when dynamite is ex 
ploded beneath the surface of the water. 
The shock is sufficient to kill the men in 
the U-boat, and so we glide along home- 
ward, secure in the knowledge that even if 
our gunfire did not finish the enemy, the 
bombs have done the work. On the sur. 
face, we notice swarms of dead fish.

At an exclusive shop patronized to a 
great extent by movie actresses, the sales- 
woman told me their best method of selling 
a gown was to say, “Now this little model is 
awfully pretty, don’t you think? You know 
(very confidentially,) Fannie Ward was in 
bere yesterday and she ordered one ex- 
actly like this—she said she was quite 
charmed with it~” and by that time the 
fair customer has annexed the dress, and is 
asking, not how much it costs,.but when 
can she get it. The same saleswoman told 
me that after a showing of “The Ne’er-Do- 
Well,” featuring: Kathleen Williams, three 
girls came in the following week asking for 
a tricornered hat such as Miss Williams 
wore in the picture. One was short and 
stout, one was freckled and snub nosed: and 
another was more than 60 years old. And 
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chapeaux imagining they looked exactly ilke 
Kathleen! 


In still another shop, patronized by 
wealthy women, the charming saleswoman 
assured me that individuality was the chief 
thought in purchasing a gown there. “Of 
course,” she told me, “some buy a dress 56 
cause it is stylish, and without caring how 
it looks; they trust to the gown itself to 
make them look well. A few of the nouveau 
riche type buy a gown because it's expen- 
sive, and reject it if it isn’t. How it looks 
on them is of little consequence, just so 
they have the knowledge that they ve paid 
a haughty price for it.” 

The same little lady assured me that the 
best dressed women were the ones who 
took the expert advice of the sales women. 
They make it their business to study their 
customer's good points and their bad ones, 
to emphasize the first, and minimize the 
latter.

Please the woman with whom they deal, 
Every saleswoman in this establishment 
has her coterie of customers. It is part of 
her duties to keep them notified when the 
new arrivals come in; she knows her cus 
tomers’ wardrobe almost as well as they 
themselves know it.

EARS ago, in the United States, the 

plain neglected petunia was certainly 

the Cinderella of the flower world. 
Then came Mrs. Ella E. C. Gould, in true 
fairy godmother fashion, saw its possibili- 
ties, waved over it her scientific wand, and 
metamorphosed it into a blossom exquisitely 
delicate and lovely as an orchid. 

it was Mrs. Gould who established 
American prices for petunia seed, and every 
petunia seed grower who receives “$10 plus” 
for an ounce of seed owes that to her. With 
beauty of the flower 
came the corresponding increase in mar- 
ket value. For in a commercial way, as well 
as in the fulfillment of her ideals for the 
petunia, Mrs. Gould has been successful 
from the beginning. 

In a recent talk with her, however, she 
told me that, owing to the war, the present 
day seed market was of necessity very un- 
certain. Germany, always prominent in the 
seedman'’s world, and boasting Mr. Benary, 
once considered the leading seedsman of 
the world, is now entirely out of the market. 
And while a great many seeds came into the 
United States last year from England, and 
her own orders for petunia seed were 
greatly increased, this year the orders re- 
ceived from warring countries are not so 
large. And if, she added, the other coun- 
tries forbid flower beds, as they have al- 
ready done in England, because all land is 
needed for food products, orders from for- 
countries will cease.

Hundreds of 
dollars flowing out in a little river of escap- 
ing seed, at the pressure of his thumb!

Mr. Brug- 
gerhoff wrote enthusiastically to her, “You 
do not say enough of this strain. They are 
far more than fringed; they are fluted and 
fringed, and finely cut, the finest flowers 
I've ever seen.” 

At Mrs. Gould’s invitation I visited her 
when her petunia fields were in their full 
glory. She talked eagerly of her work, 
which grows dearer and more vital to her 
each year, for she believes the grower has 
always to be keenly alive and critical in or- 
der to keep hig strains up to his ideals. 
Then, too, new possibilities are continually 
unfolding to her more experienced eyes; 


“Yes. That is the difficulty,” he said 
earnestly. “We are constantly striving to 
get surer results. But at present the seed- 
buyers only ask that 30 per cent. of the 
hundred be perfect.” 

“As I have safd, we work constantly for 
improvement,” he continued. “Here is an 
instance to show you what tedious care 
there is about this business.” His keen, hu- 
morous eyes twinkled with his memories. 
“I recall sometime back one of the noto- 
riously lazy class came to me and asked 
for employment. I put him to cutting ripe 
carnation seed, and stacking them on cas 
vas, When paying him two days later he 
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The subtle shades of color impressed me 
especially.

Other varieties originated and named by 
her are: Aurora, Rainbow, Harlequin, 
Snowstorm and Midnight, the latter es- 
pecially prized by Mrs. Gould as it is vege 
etable black; a rare color in the plant 
world. For twenty-five years now the 
various strains that she has originated and 
named have appeared as leading varieties 
in most of the American floral catalogues 
and in some of the foreign catalogues as 
well. 

This,“ Mrs. Gould said, as she bent over 
@ plant with a creamy double flower, “is 
a German plant. And this,” she designated. 
another plant with double cream bios 
soms, “is our own along similar lines.” 

I asked for a contrast between foreign 
and California petunias, noticing that the 
quality of the California flower seemed to 
be of a stiffer, more waxlike texture than 
that of the German product, but she re 
fused to draw this. 

“The German and English growers are 
careful and painstaking,” she replied. “No 
two persons will produce the same result 
if working (in forming stock seed) in the 
same field. Our work ig the work of prin- 
cipals who know the plants individraliy, 
and have peculiar interest in them, and not 
that of hirelings, as is often the case in 
Germany where labor is extremely cheap. 
We seldom test any foreign seed because 
in carrying out our ideas we believe we 
cannot buy as good stock seed as we can 
prepare in our own fields. You know our 
home plants are always, in a way, one year 
ahead of the seed we send out, and df. 
course it is only commercial seed that we 
buy of other growers. 

“My observation of our tests of foreign 
seed is, that while we have obtained ro- 
bust plants of good size from them, they 
have seldom grown us shapely plants of 
good habit, 

“We are told- that the choice varieties of 
petunia are raised by the German growers 
exclusively in pots, and are supported and 
tied to stakes. We, who grow them in the 
open, it seems to me, have more opportunity

end. Only people who are utterly alone 
in the world, go and most of them are 
bachelors. Should the sick person die, the 
friends come more closely to the family, 
as from that moment they take the place 
of the undertaker— from the cleaning of 
the body, the dressing and the placing of 
it in the “cama mortuoria” (a bed where 
it rests till the body is put in the coffin.) 
Of course, there are undertakers, but they 
only take charge of the making of the col- 
fin, the hearse and other minor arrange- 
ments. Not one in Mexico would think 
of giving up his relatives to the hands of 
the undertakers. Why, they deem it a sac- 
rilege. Of course, the doctors do the em- 
balming, but this is very seldom used. 
The dead are never kept in the house 
longer than twenty-four hours. 

One feature that is very characteristic 
of this people (and if it were not such a 
sad event one almost would see the tragic- 
comic side) is that the moment the patient 
dies you know it by the cries and moan- 
ings that reach the street and sometimes 
are heard far away. These cries are from

among all classes. The “velorio” (mourn- 
ing vigil, you might call it) is a sad affair 
for the relatives of the deceased and for 
those who take a real heart interest in the 
event; for the others who gather at these 
mourning places it is a matter of passing 
the time pleasantly, if not merrily. We 
see the family together in one room, some 
— and some lying on sofas or beds, 
half-asieep and exhausted from so much 
loud demonstration of sorrow. 
The body of the “finado” (deceased) is

All 
ornaments are taken out of the room and 
the pictures that hang on the walls are 
covered with black crepe cloth. Chairs 
are placed around the room for the visitcrs

In cities where there is 
a long distance to go, the coffin is carried 
in the conveyances that the place and 
money can afford; in others, where there 
is a short distance to “go, the coffin is car- 
ried on the shoulders by friends, who take 
turns along the way. They also have pall- 
bearers. The deceased's body is never ac- 
companied to its resting place by the wom- 


be 15 or 50. Flowers are placed on them, 
while the others have nothing but candies 
and plain black draperies. However, this 
is another custom that has been disre- 
garded and all classes now place * 
on the coffins. 

The body is taken to the church Wen 
its burial if the patient has died in the 
bosom of the church” (meaning that the 
deceased had received the last sacraments, 
Confessions and “Extrema Uncion.” When 
the clergy had the upper hand they con- 
trolled the cemeteries as well as many 
other things. In these burial grounds they 
had subdivisions for the people; thus those 
who died in the bosom of the church were 
buried in one place and a fence was put 
around this part; the unfortunate, who did 
not for any reason, were buried outside in 
the open, beside the fence of the chosen. 
However, this does not prevail now, as the 
government, years and years ago, took 
charge of this state of affairs, making now 
one burial ground alike for all. The place 
where the chosen ones were buried was 
called “Camposanto” (holy field) and the 
other “Campo mortuono” (burial 


mourners wish, and can afford to pay a 
good price, solemn high mass is said, and 
it really is a beautiful ceremony and very 


impressive, as music from some great com- 


poser is used. Myriads of lights, incense 
and beautiful silverembroidered orna- 
ments give a grandeur to the whole cere- 
mony. This mass, whether high or simple, 
is called “misa de cuerpo presente” (mass 
of present body.) 

Their cemeteries, most of them, are 
beautiful and contain beautiful monuments, 
some of them works of art, with epitaphs 
full of endearing terms, some of which to 
the onlooker are rather amusing, as they 
are worded in such manner as to render 
them almost impossible. Here is the trans- 
lation of one, for example: “Maria, wife 
of So and So, who on this earth was a 
model wife, a tender mother and a holy 
saint; her husband and children, 
from sorrow, dedicate this to her memory.” 
The picture of the departed one is placed 
on the tombstone. Regular little chapels 
are built and beautiful master paintings of 
the patron saint are within, forming a 
small altar, where, if the family wishes, 
the priest will go and pray on certain me- 
morial days. 

The people are buried in the best clothes 
they have, and it is not an uncommon thing 
for them to wear some chosen piece of jew- 
elry that they used to love. After the 
burial the friends return, some to their 
homes, others to the mourners’ house for 
the last adieu, or to return in the evening 
in time for the “novenario” (nine days’ 
prayer.) This custom still holds very 
strongly among all the people and consists 
of meeting to pray for nine consecutive 
nights for the repose of the departed soul. 
At the end of this time the friends bid 
their last adieu and the family is left to 
pass quietly their long and tedious meurn- 
ing periods, lasting, some of them, for 
years and years. 


© MUCH has been written about Col. 

Cody (Buffalo Bill) that it would seem 

every incident of his adventurous life 
on the frontier has been given to the public, 
but never having seen in print the circum- 
stance I am about to relate, I will state the 
facts as I remember em. 

There were two expeditions against the 
hostile Sioux in 1876, one under the leader- 
ship of Gen. Terry, known as the Custer ex- 
pedition, the other under Gen. Crook, the 
former starting from Fort Abraham Lincoln, 
the latter from Omaha Barracks. Col, Cody 
was with Gen. Crook. 

On the 16th of June they had reached the 
Big Horn country, then overrun with.deer, 
antelope and some elk. Cody and John F. 
Finerty separated from the main command, 
probably for a day's sport. Late in the aft- 
ernoon they ran into a band of Sioux on 
their way to the genera] rendezvous on the 
Rosebud. 

The Indians opened fire immediately. 
Flight was impossible, sd these two men, 
fighting every foot of the way to a small 
near-by hill, made their stand; fighting so 
stubbornly and well that when night came 
they were still in possession of the hill, but 
surrounded by the Sioux and ammunition 
nearly exha . Indians rarely attack at 
night, but in this instance desultory firing 
was kept up while waiting for daylight to 
rush the hill, capture, scalp and torture and 


finally kill their victims. 


But when morning came Crook's com- 
mand was in sight, and immediately en- 
gaging the Indians, the battle of June 17 
was fought, and Cody and Finerty were res- 
eued. 

It was a month or so later that I had the 
privilege of meeting beth Cody and Finerty.

his brown velvet suit, rakish sombrero worn 
uptilted in front, brown eyes and long 
brown hair, as he sat jauntily in the saddle, 
he appeared a very knight-errant ready to 
enter the lists. I never saw him after that 
summer. 


Finerty was a fine specimen of young 
Irish manhood. In those days he was war 
correspondent for the old Chicago Times. 
In later years he became the owner and 
editor of The Citizen, a Chicago weekly of 
wide influence among Irish Catholics. He 
was a forceful writer, an orator of great 
ability, a loyal citizen and every inch a 
man. 

Custer's chief of scouts was Charlie“ Wil- 
liams. He was last seen at the battle of the 
Little Big Horn, emptying his Colt's 45 into 
the horde of Indians surrounding him as he 
reeled from his saddle mortally wounded. 

About “Charlie” Williams's name will al- 
Ways remain an unsolved mystery. Noth- 
ing was ever known of his life prior to his 
dispatch-carrying days between western 
military posts in the late 60's. 

At the time I met him in 1876 he was 
about 40 years old, of medium height, com- 
pletely and powerfully built, blond, with 
clear blue eyes that never “flickered” in 
their steady gaze, though often | caw them 
grave and thoughtful. 

His education, knowledge of books, charm 
of manner, modesty (though he was always 
self-possessed,) made him a welcome guest 
in every officer's tent. But no one ques- 
tioned him about his past, and never by the 
slightest reference did he give an inkling of 
where he had become familiar with the 
usages of the best society and acquired a 
cultivated mind. Modest, brave, sincere, I 
loved him, and the mystery of his life but 


Cody was then about 30 years of age. With enhanced my admiration. 


Coming out of the Bad Lands on the Mon- 
tana side, the first tributary to the Yellow- 
stone is Powder River, at the mouth of 
which is the town of Glendive. This coun- 
try extending up to the Tongue River, where 
Miles City now stands, and near by Fort 
Keogh Sprawis, was the grazing lands for 
the last great herd of American buffalo. 

Our command was stopped by this vast 
herd in the valley of the Powder River from 
about 11 o'clock in the morning until the 
following day while it thyndered past us 
on its way to water. Estimates of from 
100,000 to 250,000 were made, but I have no 
idea of the numbers I saw. As far as the 
eye could see the black mass stretched. 


It was in the latter part of May or early 
in June, 1876, and having hundreds of miles 
of luxuriant “bunch” grass to feed on they 
were fat and sleek in their glossy coats of 
dark brown. 

Later, in 78 and 79, this vast herd was 
siaughtered for the hides, which sold in bales 
at $1.75 each, and still later the bones were 
gathered and sold to Eastern refineries. 
Hundreds of carloads were shipped. I re- 
member in the winter of 79 or 80, when all 
but a few old starving bulls had been so 
slaughtered, the Montana Legislature enacted 
a law forbidding the killing of buffalo except 
for food. One poor old bull, gaunt and hol- 
low-eyed, drifted into Miles City, apparently 
desolate and ready to join the thousands 
whose bones were then scattered over the 
valley. Some of us fed him, but he was dis- 
econsolate and soon wandered away to 
mingle his old bones with the others. 

Col. Keogh, from whom Fort Keogh takes 
its name, was a captain in the Seventh Cav- 
alry. He had led an adventurous life, hav- 
ing been with Garibaldi in Italy before join- 
ing our army. He was a cultivated Irish 
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Brave Heroes of the Plains.

MONG the landmarks in Los Angeles 
county is an old adobe fort, west of 
the Long Beach boulevard, some five

Planting Sweet Potatoes 


AN EASY AND PROFITABLE CROP TO 
GROW. 
BY WILLARD ROBINSON. 

The majority of people seem to think 
that growing sweet potatoes requires « 
lot of work, which is a great mistake, as 
they are less trouble to plant and cultivate 
than any other field crop. 

The soil should be loose, sandy loam for 
best results, but almost any soil but “gum- 
bo” will grow fairly good sweet potatoes. 
The usual custom is to bed out the potatoes 
in a warm, sunny location or on bottom 
heat, but this is only necessary to get some 
early plants to begin with. As soon as 
the new vines are twelve to eighteen inches 
long they are ready to cut from the parent 
plant and make more satisfactory plants 
than “slips” from the potato, and it doesn’t 
appear to hurt the plants from which they 
are taken. 

When location for planting is selected, 
throw out a small furrow where the row is 
to stand, then replace the soft soil, with 
enough to raise the bed four to six inches 
above the level, and continue this until 
all the ground is in like shape; never rake 
off the sides of the ridges, as a rough sur 
face is always easier to clean than a smooth 
one. 
When the work can be done by horse 
power, prepare the soil by harrowing to 4a 
smooth surface. Use a ten to twelveinch 
plow and open a furrow where the first 
row is to stand. Throw this furrow back 
into the trench with another furrow from 
the other side on top of the two others. 
Every row can be prepared the way, 
about three feet apart. Pp * 

Now this work is complete and ready 
for planting, and if the soil is sufficiently 
damp to grow corn or potatoes, no water 
will be needed at time of planting, other- 
wise use a cup of water to the plant. Now 
for the seed. From earlier planting, or 
from land where they were grown last year 
the cutting can be had. Make cuttings 
twelve to eighteen inches long. Vigorous 
vines will make several of such cuttings 
which fit well in a common vegetable bas- 
ket. Smooth a stick or paddle off and sharp- 
en slightly, just so it won't cut the plants, 
The man with the basket goes ahead, drop 
ping the cuttings fairly on top of the ridge, 
preferably crossways. ‘The bearer of the 
stick or paddle follows and with a light 
punch sends the plant sufficiently deep to 
cause it to take root, care being taken that 
a few inches of one or both ends of the 
plant are not entirely covered. After each 
plant is pushed down, a slight top on the 
surface fills the hole, when the whole job 
is complete. 

The planters moving along a steady, slow 
walk will plant a big lot of land in a day. 
One hand to cut and prepare vines, one to 
drop and one to cover makes a full team. 
Cultivation ie completed by throwing an 
additional furrow on each side of the ridge, 
which leaves good loose land for the potato 
to develop in. 

Planting can be done until the middle 
of July with fair chances of success if two 
irrigations are given.
